Piiander aiked the 
reafoD of diis dhapprobation. *‘Had his oppo¬ 
nents any thing better to propofe ? If they had, let 
them come foiward and expiab the grounds' of 
their diffent: but, above all, let them expiab how 
they could fave themfelves, their bmilies, and their 
country', unlefs they complied with the demand of 
Tiffaphemes. The imperious voice of neceiiity 
was fuperior to law; and when the afhial danger 
had ceafed, they might re-eftablHh their ancient 
conAitutbn.” ’ITic opponents of Piiander were 
unable or afraid to reply: and the affembly paffed 
a decree, bveiling ten aitibaffadoi^ with full powers 
to treat with the Perfun fiitrap.

In confcquence 
of this a& of indemnity, Pifandcr and his party 
boldly declared that ndther the fpirit nor the 
forms of the eftabliOied conltitution (which had 
ri’cently fubjeded them to fuch a weight of inif- 
fortunes) fidted the prefent dangerous and alarm¬ 
ing crifis. That it was neceflary to new model the 
whole fabrl. o: g ■wniment; for which purpofe 
five perfoni (whole namef he reauj ought to be 
appointed by the people, to chouL s):i hundred 
others: each oi whom ihould fckel three atlbci- 
ates; and rh>‘ four hundrctl thus Lhijli.n, men of 
dignity and npulcnre, who would fen'e tlieu- coun¬ 
try without fee or reward, ought immcdittely to 
be invelled with the iTi.'.jolly of the republic. They 
alone fliuultl conduit the adininidratuui uncoo- 
troiileJ, and aHi'inble, .is oftm as keined proper, 
hve thoufand cUKieiK, wh.>m thc-v judged moil 
worthy of being•ccmrulloil I:i the iiian.tgcnu‘nt of 
public adliirs. 'Ihis Lxtr.101 dinary propofal was 
accepted wnthout oppofiiion: the partiians of de- 
niocracv droaded the llri.ngth of the cabal; and 
. the uiulifcerning multitude, dazzled by the impof. 
tng nanic of five thoufand, a number far exceeding 
the ordinary aiTemblict. of Athens, perceived not 
that Acy furrendered their liberties to the artifice 
of .111 anibiunus faclion '.

Athenian refentment) iboa opened the eyes and ivirtf 
underftanding of the moft thoughtle& Th^ [uTuIot 
^ liihed every veftige of andent firmiran; em- odM*. 
ployed mercenary troops levied from the ftnall 
iQands of the iEgaean, to overawe the multitude, 
to indmidatc, and in fome inftances to doftroy, 
their real or (ulpecli'd enemies, inftead of feiz* 
ing the opporrunity of annoying the Feloponnc* 
ftans, en.*.ged at the treachery of Hfiaphemes, 
and mutinou' for want of pay and fubfifloice, they 
fent ambaflkdoni to foiidt peace from the Spar¬ 
tans on the moft diihonourable terms. Their ty¬ 
ranny iLiid >r them odious in the city, and their 
couardic* maoe them contemptible in ilie camp 
at Samos. 'I'heir‘cruelty and injufticc wen* de- 
IcribeJ, and exaggerated, by the fugitivts uho 
continually arrived in tlut ifland. The generou* 
youth, employed in the fea and land fcrvite, were 
impatient of the indignities offered to their fLllow- 
citizens. The lame iiidigniricb nught be iiididt'd tiicv p" 
on tliemfelves, if they did not vindicate thfir fii*!*- 
dom. Thefe fecrct murmun* broke out int(* loud sniiiH'iix 
and licentious clamours, which were encourag'd by 
the approbation of the Sanuans. I'hrafvbulus and 
Thrafyllus, two officers of high merii and diftmc- *"<•• 
tion, though not afkually entrufted with a ftiare in 
the fupreme command **, gave a&ivity and boldncfs

ijwnti**" Thrafybulus ||d Ihrafyllns, and urith- 

drew himfelf from the applaufes of his admiruig 
countrymen, on pretence concerting with Hfla- 
phemes the fyftem of their future operations. 
But h» principal motive was to Ihew Itimfelf to 
the Purfian, in the new and illuftrious charafrer 
with which he w^i invefted; for having raiftd his 
authority among the Athenians by his influence 
with the iatrap, he expefred to ftrengthen this in¬ 
fluence by the fupport of that authority. Before 
he returned to the camp, ambafladors had been 
fwit by the tyrants, to attempt a nc^odation with 
the partizans of democracy, who, inflamed by 
continual reports of the indignities and cruelties 
committed in Athens, prepan-d to iail thither to 
protett their friinds and take viaigcancc on thdr 
enenues. Alcibiades judicioufly oppofed this rafli 
icfolurion, which muft have left the Helldpont, 
I'Uiia, and the iflands, at the mercy of the huftite 
fli*«t. But he commanded the ambafladors to 
deliicr to their mafters a fhbrt but pithy meflage: 

“ ITiat tht7 muft diveft themfelves of their il¬ 
legal power, and reftore the anient conftiturion. 

If they delayed obedience, he would fail to the 
Pincus. and deprive them of their authority and 
their lives **.”

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When this meilage was nepoitcd at Atbens, it c R A J*. 
added to the difcurdLY and confufion ia which that , ^ 

unhappy city was mvolvcd. The four hui^drcd Tanuihi 
who lud acfed with unanimity in ufuiping the go> Aibew. 
vemment, foon difagrccd about the admimilmtion, 
and fplit into BifHons, whi^||l|)L'rfecnted each other 
as iunoufly as both had po&uted the people^’. 
'Fhcramenes and Ariilocrates condemned and op* 
pofed the tyrannical meaftires of diehr coiicagui's. 

'Ihe perhiiious Phrynicus was flain: both parties 
prepared tiU' taking arms; and the horrors uf a 
Corcyrean fetUrion were ready to be nitewed in 
Athens, when the old men, the children, tin* 
women and ftiangers, luterpofed lor the Llety ol 
a city which Had long been the ornament ot 
Greece, the terror ol iVrlia, and the adniiraiinn 
uf the world'.

Ilio Athe¬ 
nians completed whatever had been lei't inipcrfed 
in former rcfurmatiiUis; and determiiud to de¬ 
fend, to the lafl extremity, the ancient glory of the 
republic. 

By the imprudent or perfidious cOndufr of their 
commanders, and the feditious fpirit of their iioops, 
the Peloponncfian.s lofi a l'eal'<n.ible opportunity to 
terminate the war with equal adi antage and honour; 
and having neglected the ]trof{)crous current of 
their fortune, they were compeiled long and labo- 
rioufly^to Hrive againil an uniavuurable llream.

part of an qien enemy, or a tie;{cherou« aliy; the ^ , 

Spartans, bad fbnoafjf 'r^effatd the friend* 
fliip, now cooriefl ihe prot e CHon, iJf htt mal Fhar* 
nabazus; to ndiofe northetn province they failed 
with the principal ftrengtb ^ dteir armament, 
leti'in^ only a finaB fi^uadron at MOetus, to defend 
their fouthem acquifitmos. The Athetuans, mti* 
mated by the manly counfels of Thrafybalus and 
Thtafyilm, the generous definidcrs of thrir free¬ 
dom, proceeded northwards in purfuit of the enemy; 
and the important ftraits, which join the Euxine 
and iEga.'an Teas, became, and long continued, the 
feene of confiicl. In the iwenty-firll winter of the 
«*ar, u vear Li-jady diftiiiguifhed by the diflblution 
and rnivai of their democracy, the Athenians pre¬ 
vailed in, three iucceflive engagements, the eviuit 
of which became continually more decifive. In 
the hril, which was fought in the narrow channel 
between Seftos and Abydus, the advantages were 
in fome mcafure balanced, Ance Thrafybului. took 
twenty PeloponnvAan Atips, with the lofs of fifteen 
of his own. But the glory remained enti^ to the 
Athenians, who repelled the enemy, and oBered to 
renew the battle'*. Not long afterwards, they in- 
ter^ted a fquadran of ^urtcen Rhodian vcflels, 
nev Cape Rhegium. The illanders defended them- 
{ilvi.^> with thdr uAial bravery. Myndarus beheld 
the engagement firom the diflance of eight miles, 
while be performed his morning devotions to Mi-

The iuaj di&fter at jCyziCTs pferaited the Pe- 
loponnefiaas h<m obfinifbog, dopig the follow- 
ji-Mve ihcir y®u* d^giu of the enemy, who took j»f- 
feflion of that wealthy fca-port, as wdl as of the 
•»hnijv ftroi^^ty Pemthiis; nufed a laige cmtribudoB 
^l““hria} and fortified Chiyfojxdis, a final! 
town of Chalcedooia, only three ndles diftant from 
fiyzantiuoi. In this new fbitreis ’ they placed a 
confiderable body of troops; and guarded the 
neighbouring ftrait with a fquadron of thirty faU, 
commanded bj' Theramenes and Eubulus, and 
deiced to exad, as tribute, a tenth from ail (hips 
which failed through the Bofporos into the Euxine 
fea •*. The Peloponnefians were affifted by Phar- 
natezus in equipping a new fleet; but were dc- 
prived of the wife counfcls of Herraocratei^ whufe 
abilities wCTe well fitted both to prepare and to em¬ 
ploy the refources of war. The fuccefs of the 
Afiadc expedition had not correfponded to the fan- 
guine hopes of his countrymen; the infolent po¬ 
pulace accufed the imapacity of thdr commanders j 
and a mandate was fent from Syracufe, deprhing

’ fian allies. The dangerous revolt of the Modes 
widihcld the Perfiau reinforcements, which were 
neceflary to fuppoit the arms of Phamabazus 
Both enemies were repeatedly defeated by the Athc* 
mans, driven from their encampments and fortrefTes 
near the fhore, and purfued into the inland country, 
which was plundered aned defolated by the viftun. 
The Athenians returned m triumph to attack the 
fortified cities, which ilill declined fobmiffion; an 
undertaking in wluch Aldbiades difpiayed the 
wonderful rcfourcct of his verfrtile genius.

As the Bulh^ and nav^. ofBceta of the Greeks 
iwie not dUting^nfited ab(Mre the comnmti tn'en by 
the cxceflive ineqnlhy’of therr ^spomtmdhts, we 
may compute, fiim the' monthly Fum of thirty 
mina.’, ditbibuted at the rate oF th^ oboli of daily 
pay, that the c<^nipleineiit of each fliip amounted 
to about two buadred and forty failois; fo that a 
fleet of ninety fail employed twentyone thoufand 
and fix hundrtid men. 

Before Lyfander rrtumed to Kphefus, he was in- 
aited by the Perfian prince to a nuwnificent en- **.«••** 
tcrtainment, at which, acooniing to & cufloni of 
the age, the moft fonous matters were difoulled ** 
amidft the freedom and intemperance of the table. 

This was a feafonible occafion fi,r difplaying the 
arts of infuuatkm and flattery, hi which the Spar¬ 
tan was a complete mafter. He rcprbfoiited, with¬ 
out moderation, and withfot decency, the injuftice 
and uicapaoty of Tifl^heraes, who, as he was 
naturally the ri«l^ might be fufpeded foon to .

date thiir opponents. Kieunirus wasjufti) aL'iriued 
witii the progrels of fcdiliun. It was danger*

pnich apd loaded \iidi calumny. The condu^ . 
vhkh he purfued ms conceived vith anemerpriC.

IVkh ad^ fifteen faithfid and tfitn!{ud foUoven, 
anned with concealed daggers, he patrolled the 
ftrcets of Chbs. The firft man whom they jnct 
diftiogmlhed by a eccd (for that «at the faoi^ of 
fuffered iuftant death f and croardi col- 
lefting to know w!^ the nun had been llab, they 
were told it was fisr wearing a reed on tus odqae. 

The repent immediately fpread dtrough every 
quarter of the city. The reeJ-mat (as they were 
called) took ’•laitn at difeoveting a conf{»* 
racy ni<>re fcc.v't and more fbrmidaldo than their 
own. lliey dreaded that every ntao whom they 
met, might knod and kiU them; and, as they had 
not lime to afiluible for diw muttud deftmoc, they 
haftil) thn.\v away the reeds which expofed ihoni 
to the dangerous .afiault ci duv unknown enc- 
lUies. 

Th<* characler of Eteonlcus, as fur as wc can !•' riifior 
judge from his afrbns, juiUy cnntlud him to the 
command; but<> the partiality both ofCyntis and cf (■•aiHitMU 
the confederates eagerly fo^c-d dte return of l.y. 
fander. The Spartans, though iacHned to gratify u \m, 
them, were perplexed by an ancient law aiadiHl **','™*^ 
in the jealoufy of freedom, to prohitut the fame a.

by the majority of his colleagues. After infulr- 
ing the oicniy in a maimer the mnft mortic¬ 
ing and difgraceful, diey retired with an air ul 
ezultadon mingled sriih cimtcmpt. The Pel*]- 
ponndian fiy*boats followed them as dual at a 
convenient iMaace, and difcrved that they had 
no fooiujr reached their' Hattons than the fcamcn 
lande£l, ftraggled about the Ihore, advanced'mtu 
the inland country hi 'quell of provUions or atnufe' 
ments, indulged in iiiholcnee, or revelled 
der. TTie adrice-boats returned with un^wtnots 
celerity ip convoy the welcome mtel%encc to Li- 
Isider, who had embarked his troops, cleared his 
flups, and. node every neceffary pieparadon to 
avaO htmftlf of the hivouraUe oppoituoity to ef* 
fcfl by ftrai^em what ft might have bferi ‘dan- 
i 4 gerous 
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genus to attonpt by force. WhcA his fnataaiK GiiA|t. 
proached the middle of the channel, they hoill^ 
tbdr fliieidti (fmr that vas the appointed figftd^- 
and at the £uuc monumt th.* Pidc^nnefian iqta. 
drons were commanded to fo fail that they mi^ 
forprife the hoililc fleet, and indulge tint rcTflit- 
ment and animofity which had been rundored more 
violent and furious by the long and prud-vt rc* 
ftramt of their commander. The vithny was 
complete, if that can be called a viibiry where 
th.Te was fcarccly any refinance. The vigilani 
activity of Conon endeavoured feafonabty to aA 
femble the ftrength of the Athenians; but hu ad- 
sice was dilUain .1 by offleers incapable and unwor¬ 
thy of coinmai.J, and hi« orders were deTpifed liy 
leamcn unaccuilomw and unwilling to obey. At 
length they bt^camc fenlitde of the danger when it 
was too late to avc^ ii. I1unr Hups were taken, 
eifhtr altog.ihor empty, or manned with fuch 
tei'ble crewt. as were unable tt> work, much Icfs to 
delond them. The tnuips and Tailors who flocked 
to the Ihore from diirerent quaricft, and with dif- 
oidered precipitation, were attacked by the regu¬ 
lar onftt and difdpHned valour of the Pelq||ptte- 
fians. Thofe who fought were flain; the ren^der 
fled into the ininoft rvcdTdf of the Cheifonefus, or 
toa||^uge in the Atheniaii ftntrdEK were 
fcattered over that pemnTula. Wfieii Lyfander 
rmiewid the cztoit of his wdl-merited fucctds, he 
found that of a fle^ of an hundred and £hI, 
only nine vefllrh had elcaped, nght of wbkh 
were coodufled by Conon to the fncndly iflan^'of

follow .the ftandard of Sparta in war; and, in 
peace* to mould their political conftitulion after 
the model which that vidorious republic might 
think fit to preferibe.

ift ihe ®f ^ boafted negociaiion, the Athenians had 

Aitifiu. no longer dihcr Arimgtb or fpirit to refill, or 
even epumge to dip. During the long abfenee of 
thHr ambafTadors, the fiege had been carried on 
with redoubled vigour. 'Ihe Lacc-d.etnonians, 
reinforced by the Thebans, as »cU as b) their nu¬ 
merous allies of Pefoponnefus* had invefted the 
city on every fide, the 1iarbour& were clorely 
blocked up by L)£oider, who had becouie mailer 
of Melos, Ceos, iEgina, hnd SalamK; iflands fo 
near to Athoos that they were frcqu^itly regarded as 
parts of the Attic ^tory. 'fbe greateft mifery 
prevaikifi within the svaUs} the famine was intole¬ 
rable, and the dilieafo more intolerable than the

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ianune. The foil periodef dune lune jemhiA ^‘8AP. 
clapfed, wbfch^ if ^iaiy cre& t moft accurate , 
and faithfiil hiftonaa%^ had been affigned hj re< 
peated oracles and prefididDS^ aa the defined tmn 
of the Feloponndian war and of the Athenian 
greatneis. llie prinopal leaders of die democtacy 
had been cut off by the pei^dious fiiaics of didr 
opponents, who were pr^iarcd to bear a foreign 
yoke, provided thiy mght ufurp domeftk tyranny. 

That odlt'us hifiaun was nady to ^love the 
mcafures of Theramenes, who nught indmidaie 
the dqe£ted affcmbly by declaring (a moll melan> 
choly truth) that the feverity bf the 'Lacodasmo* 
nians, rcceff' e as it feemed, was yet moderatioii 
and lenity when compared with the furious and 
uncxtingniihablc rdge of the Thebans and C!oriu> 
thians, who maintained that the Atheiuans deferu'd 
not any terms of accommodadon} that their crimes 
ought tu be perfccutcd with oiuelendng vengeance} 
their proud city demolilhed with fuch perfeO (le< 

(Iru^tion, that not even its veftigo lliould remain; 
and the infulent inhabitants utterly extirpated fniu 
Greece, which they had fo long difiurbed by their 
;unbitii;n, and provoked by their tyranny and cru¬ 
elty. Such an argument Tbetamoies might ha\i;

Ftchu the liiaple citizen of a fmall, 
and then unfortunate republic, he became, in a 
lew year^ the at biter of Greece. Athens acknow> 
ledged hi8'authority; liuaUer cides courted hi; 

protean; venal poets and ontors extolled hitii 
with odes and panegyrics; he was honoured with 
^wns and ftatues, and worOupped by hymns and 
acrihccs*. Yet it is obvious to remark, that 
arhatever might be the icmj^r and uuniiors of Ly- 
a nder^h a country^is julUy accountable for the 
wrongs which he rras allowed to commit wiUi im¬ 
punity : andieis uncertain whethurAnother general, 
placed in the lame fituation, would have aded on 
different prmciplee; fince the nature of the Spartan 
inftitudmis, and the ambidous views of die u-- 
public, feemed tq^ demand and ju(Ul') uncomninr.

^XMIL ^ dependanti. and creatures of Sparta. The furious 
and profligate Critias formed a proper head for this 
ariftocratical council, whofe members have been 
juftiy branded in hiAory under the name of the 
Thirty Tyrants'. On pretence of delivering the 
(late from the malice of informers, and the tur¬ 
bulence of fedidous demagogues, they deftmyed the 
moft valuable portion of the community'. Niceratus, 
die fon of Nicias, and a fon tiho inherited with 
part of the opulence, tlie whole of the virtues of 
his illullrious father, was condumnevl to death;

was, It ho chiefly encouraged them boldl} tuperfo- 
vere, and to remove r\er 3 ’ obllaele to the un¬ 
limited graiiricaiioti of thdr pafllons. The £rii.ty 
ol Therameueb, he airured them, was no longer 
compatible with Uieir own. His delicacy, real or 
aSe^cd, was totally inconfiftcnt with the fpirit uf 
the prefent adminifbation} nor could the govern¬ 
ment of Thirty, any ^re than that of eae tyrant, 
admit of being curioufly canvaffed, or faiUdioully 
oppofed. Thefe fentiniuUs being received with 
approbation, we might ezped that Thcramenes 
Ihould have been dellroycd by that fuddes and 
open viultnee which had proved lat|l to lb nuny 
othoy. But, as the moll daring violaton of thie 
laws uf fotiety ve obliged to cllahhlh and cbfarve 
Com rules of jnftkc, jn thtar condu^j towards 
eacbotber, k had been cosinanted among the Thirty,

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that, amidft thft vbknt and capricbus outragt« c li A P. 
which Uwy conunitted ag^ll their fubjcAs, none . . 

of their own nuinber Oionld' be put to death with¬ 
out the b^iefit of a trial'befote the ibiatej a pri¬ 
vilege exteoding to the three thoufand entruih'd 
with the ufe of arms, and fuilidentijr denoting the 
miferabie condition of the other dozens.' The 
ientf e was aflembied to try Thoramenei* j but this 
tribunal was furroonded by armed men. When 
the pnsended criminal appeared, Critias addrcijbd 
the court in a fpeech too renorkable ever to be 
forgotten. 

“ Should you ima^e, 0 fenatorfc.! confidering Sinsuiiu- 
Ihe great n" ibers who h.ive fuifered drath, that -i 
we have betii guiltj’ of unnoci'fliury cruelty, you 
will alter that opinion on refletUng that revoituioni: 
of govemnieut mull always be atiendeil with blood- 
fill'd: but particularly when a populous city like 
Athenh, which has been long painpend with li¬ 
berty, is reduced under the doininif )n of a lew. The 
piefent mode of adminiilratiou wa^ iinpofcil by the 
Lacedxmonians as (he coiidhiun of the pubfa'c 
fafety. In order to in iititain its- uuthoriry we 
removed tbofc feditious demagogues wlaifi .dtano- 
cratical madnefs had ocpiioited all odf pad cala¬ 
mities. It Is our diU) to^pmceed in this uleful 
work, and to dedroy, without fear or cisnpafllon, 

Wll who would didurb the public tranquillity. 

Should a man of this dangerous dirpofuion 
found in our own ofdcr, he ought to be puniflu'd 
with double rigour, and Ueat^ not only as an 
enemy but as a traitor. Aliat 'fheramencs is liable

Butthc proud<arr(}ganceofLylandMt and the ra- 
pacions avarice of his dependants, provoked the 
indignation and reloitment of whatever was mod 
refpc£lable in. his country.

Prove yourldves 
fuperior to your enemies, not only in valour but 
in clemency, to the end-that moderation may pro¬ 
duce concord; and concord, ftrength.** 

'/lie am. The cffcd of this generous cnthufiafm, excited 
Frtij, and difiufed by Thrafybidus, appeared in a very 
extraordinary refolution of the aflembiy. During 
the ufurpation of the lliirty, an hundred talents 
had bem borrowed from the Lacedaemonians, to 
fupport the rigorous cruelty of a government which 
had banifhed five thoufand and put to death, 
untried, fifteen hundred dtizens. The repayment 
of this fum was nut to be expcfled from the 
people at Urge, againllwhofe interefl and fafety it 
liad been fo nott^oully employed. Yet the Athe-

have encouraged even the enfeeUed party of the 
tyrants to return from Eieufis. But they weiv ton 
fenfible of thdr guilt m «Kpe€k forghenels or im¬ 
punity. Having fortified thatr infecurc refidencc* 
in the beft manner that dteir drcomitances could 
permit, they begmi to prepare arms; to coUeA 
mercenaries; and to try, anew, the fortune of war. 

But thehr unequal hoftility, the effe& of rage and 
defpair, was eafily defeated by the vigour of the 
new republic. The molt obnoxious leaders feaicd, 
with thdr blood, the fafety of thdr adherents, who 
fubmitted to the-ckmency of Thrafybulus. That 
fortunate and magnanimbus commander generoufly 
undertook thdr caufe, and Obtained a decree of the 
people for reltoring diem-to the dty, hir rdnftat- 
ing them in thdr fortuno nnd privileges, and for 
burying in oblivion the memory of their pall of¬ 
fences. *. The affentoJy «vai ratified, by oath, this

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CHAT, who hftd already palled 1 m fcventicth year, yielded 
^ to the decays of nature, his fame would have de- 
feended Ids fplendM, certainly more doubtful, to 
pofterity. 

Praifipal 'I’jjg remotc. caufe of his perfeeution was the 
«hM inti ludicrous fiffce of Ariltophancs, entitled “ The 
f-u. Clouds i” to which we had occafion formerly to 
allude. In this infamous performance, Soaates 
is introduced denying the rctigbn of his country, 
corrupting the morals of his difciples, and profelf- 
ing the o^ous arts of fophilby and chicane. The 
envy of a licentious people, which ever attends 
virtue, too independent to court, pnd too linccrc 
to flatter^ them, gradually envenomed the lhafb; of 
the poet, and malignantly inimuated that the pre¬ 
tended fage was really fuch ? perfon as the petii- 
bnee of Axillophancs had deferibod him. The 
calumny was gR'cdily received, and its viinilcnci* 
embittered by the craft of defigning priefts and 
ambitious demagogues, as well as by the rcfL'nt- 
ment of bad poets and vaiu lophilU, uhofe fp«'~ 
cious excellencies the difeemment of iSucratcs had 
unmaiked, and whofc irritable temper his iincerity 
had grievouily offended *. From fuch a powerful 
combination, it feems extraordinary that Socrates 
ihould have lived fo long, efpecttlJy fuice, during

I'Es long dcape he him' 
felfafcribed to his total want of ambition. Had 
he intermeddled in public aSaim, and endeavoured, 
by arming hin^'lf with authority, to withftand the 
corruptions of the times, his more formidable op- 
pofitkm would have expofed him to an mrlier 
fate \ Notwithftanding his private ftalion, it feems 
Hill to have appearetl remarkable t») hi-, difciples, 
that amidit the Utigious turbulence of democracy, 
his inv.dious ama and merit flioulJ ha\c rf- 
caped perCicui.on during a long life of fevenij 
years. 

When his enenues firally dcteAiincd to nife AmficM

—the Oracle repl^, that Socrates^ ^ the wifeil 
of men. In order to jufthy the anhier of that 
god, whole veaaty they all acknowledge, he had 
converfed with every dilUnction of peifons mull 
eminent in the republic; and iin&g that they uni- 
verially pretended to know many things of which 
they were ignorant, he began to fufpeA, that in 
this circumftancc he excelled them, fince he pre¬ 
tended to no fort of knowledge of which he was 
not really matter. What he did know, he fn ely 
communicated, ftriving, to the iitmott, to rentier 
his fellow-citizuis more nriuous and moie happ\; 
an employment to which he hrlieved himfeU' calletl 
by the god, ** whole authority I rrrp«.ct, Athfn<.ni,' 
ftill more th;m yours.”

defence; a difeourfe aldce fitted to dete^ calumny, 
and to excite companion. But Soaates, who con< 
fidered it as a fiur greater misfortune to comndt, 
than to fitffer an injuftice, declared, that he thou^t 
it unbecoming his fame, and unworthy of his dia- 
racier, to employ any other defence than that of 
an innocent and ufeful life*. Whether to incur the 
penalties SC the delinquency with which he was 
ialfely chained, ought to be reganlcd as an evil, 
the gods alone knew. For his part, he imagined 
that he (hould have no rcafon for forrow at being 
dclherid from the inconvcnicncics of old agd 
which were r.ady to overtake him, and atbein^ 
commandi.d in quit life* while his mind, ilill aclue 
and \.gi>roiu, was hkcly to leave behmd him the 
nil'll agri-cable imprc-llion in the remembrance of 
his fii ndj.

Socrates, nieanwhiic, reclinkig on his couch 
compofedlyi drew his leg towards hbiy and 
gently niUnng the [>art which had been galled 
by the fetten, rem^ced the wonderful connec- 
tkm between what men c^ pletdiu^i and its 
oppofite, piun. The one fenh^n, he olderved, 
^as juft l^pened to his leg after being delivered 
from the fmart of the irons,) was generally followed 
by the other. Nehhcr of them could toi^ cxift 
apart; they are foldom pure and uninixed}' and 
whoever feels the one, may be fure that he will 
foon feel ihu other. “ 1 think, that had .dSfop 
the fftbulift made this rcHedion, he would have 
faid, that the Divinity, deflrous to reconcile thefe 
npimfttc natures, but finding the dilign imprac^* 
cable, had at leaft joined their extremities j for which 
rcafon ploafure has ever fmcc dra<^geJ pain after it, 
and pain pleahiri..” 

The menti.iii uf dilop i'called to Cebes, the 
Theban, a converfatif’n wlueh he had recemly had 
witli huenus of Paros, a ctli Oiaied eh*giac poet, 
tlitsi nfidcnt ill Ailieos . ’liie jioet aiked Cebes, 
‘‘ Why his maftcr, who had never before addided 
liiiiirelf to i>oetr), iluiuld, fince lus confinement, 
li.t«e wriUdi a liymn to Apollo, and turned into 
vi-rfe feveral ol iEfop's'fables?” The Theban 
feized tlie prefent opportumty to fiitisfy lumfelf in

Handing near Socrates, “ I canm^,'* faid he, 
“ accufe you, O Socrates! of the rage and ex^ 
craikms tbo often vented i^gainit me by thofe here

giftrates, 1 announce dot it is time to drink the 
pdfim* Yow fortitude, nuldneis, and genorofity, 
cxca-d a^ diat I have ever vritneffed j - ct«i now I 
knotr you pardon me, fince 1 a& by compulfion; 
anil)*f you are acquainted with the purpoit of my 
mdiage, &rewell, and* bear your fiite wi^ as much 
patience as noifible.’*' At thefe words 'the execu¬ 
tioner, hardened as he was in feenes of death, dif*. 
folved ill tears, and, turnmg from Socrates, went 
out. 'fhe latter following him with his eye, re- 
plmd, “ and you aifo iarcwelas to me, I fliall 
obey your inllructions.” Then looking at his 
difciples, “ jtiow truly polite," faid he, is the 
man'*! During my confintimnt, he often vifited 
and converfed with me; and now, how gcncroufly 
does he lament my death! But let the poifon be 
brought, that we igay obey his orders.” 

Crito then laid, “ SdU, O Socrates! there is 
thne; ilic fun lUll brightm the tops of die moun¬ 
tains.

any thing iiptiwr to conuDsuad ? But^jhe made no 
rq»ly. A JHtle jidter, he vas in agony—Crito Ihut 
his eyes. Tims died Qocrates} vh^ his difci« 
idea declared, they cpnid nevar ceale to remend>er, 
nor ranembenng, craie to admire. ** If any 
man,” fiiyt Xenophon inimitably, ** if any man, 
a lover ^ ever found a more profi^le 

con^tankm dian Socrates, 1 deem that man the 
ha|«e(l of human kind**.” 

XSbe-. current of popular p^oos appears no> 
where more uniform thw in the hillory of Athens, 
The fa^Htions refentment exdted againllt Socrates 
by fttch improbable calumnies, as even thde who 
were the readieft to recdf e and to diffeminate, 
could nevm* ferioufly bdheve, extended itfelf with 
lapidky to his nmnerous friends and adherents. 
But fortunately for, the intercll of letters and hu.. 
raanity, the endonic contagion was confined 
vnthin the Atheiuan frontiers. Plato, Anrif« 
thcncs, dEfehinrs, Ciiiobulus, and other Athenians, 
wifoly eluded a Iturm which they had not ftrength 
to refift. Some took refiigc in Thebes with thdr 
feibw>dhdplcs, Simmias, Cebes, and l%aulon> 
dasS 'ofoem found protedion in Megan through 
Eudid and Teipfion. Thh. pcrfecution of philo* 
fophy, however, was accidental and tianfient. 
h^glcd fentiments, fit pity, ihame, and refent- 
ment, foon gave a new diredkm to the pc^uiar

jofter cruelty, againft the accufera and jwl^ of 
Socrates*^ Many were driven into exile; nmy 
were put to deadt; ferend perifibod hi di^pairt hf 
their own han^ The iilg^rious w«b ho¬ 
noured by fignal monumaitB of'pubhc adnura- 
tion**; hia &!ne, like the l»rdy oak, derived 
encreaAng ftrength from yean**; till the luperfti* 
don of the Athenians at length worflii^jpcd, as^» 
god**, fcffitt thdr injuftice had.condemnad 

as a criminal. 

The perfecution7the,death, and the honours of newrit- 
Socrates all confpir^ to animate the affisdU^ and 
to incrcafe the ^eal,‘ of his difciples. Their nuni* 
ber had been great in hu hfetimc i it became 
greater after his death; fince thofc who followifd, 
and thofe who rejeaed his do£krines, 1aUk.e ftyled 
thcmfi-lves Socratic philofophcrs. His name wtt 
thus adopted and prophaned by many fefls, who, 
while they differed widely from each other, iffli- 
verfally changed, exaggerated, or pcrvwted the 
tenets of their, common mafter. Among tte 
genuine followers of Socrates, Xenophon, as will 
^pear hereafter, unqucftionably merits the furft 
place. Plato comes next, yet fepaiated by a long 
interval. In the feme efefc may be ranked Cri>ea

Thmit was bdiel(f,with admiration, 
and foon pafled foor a fnroduflion of Phidias^' hini- 
jelf* The fculptor Ctefelaus excelled in heroes. 
He chofc noble Xub^ccls, and ftill farther ennobled 
them by his ait^*. His conttanporary Patrocles 
diflinguiflied hlmfelf by his ftatues of Olympic 
d£tori:, and particularly of celdnatcd wreftlirrs. 
Alliftod by Canachus, he made the greats work 
mentioned during the period nowonder our review, 
thiriy one figures of bronze, reprefeniing the re- 
fpedive commanders of the fevcral cities or re¬ 
publics, who, under the condud of Lyfander 
obtained the memoraUe vidory of i^gos Pota- 
mos.. lliey were creded in the temple cS Del¬ 
phian Apollo, together with the ftatue of Lyfander 
htmfclf, crowned by Neptune. Inferior artUU^* 
■were employed to copy the Aatues of v^ious di¬ 
vinities defeated at the fame dme^ and in the 
fame {dice, by the Ijccdaemcaaan conqueror.

The workii of Homer, Sophocles, and Fhidar, 
left few laurels to be gained by their focceifon. b 
was impoffible to excel, it was dangerous to rival 
them: Gp’it genius was required to (bit, with* 
out difgtaee, in a career where fuch candidates had 
run. But great genius is Tare, and can rarely 
iloop to imkation; and the firft poetical prises 
h iding already carried off, men who felt die aiuma^ 
non and v^oin: of their own powers, naturally 
dircfled them to objeds which poffefftd the charms 
of novelty, and promifed the hspe of pre^mmencc. 

Even in profaic compolitioii the merit and fame Mir^i

It was 
annuli of continued by Xtnnphun, who deduced theret'o- 
lutions of Greece through a ferios of forty-eight 
years to the battle of Mantinsea; a work which 
enables us to purfue tlieifnportantferies of Grecian 
hillory. 

To a reader accuilomed to contemplate the uni- 
form'and conlilli.nt operations of modem policy, 
it mud: appear extraordinary that, at the ^Ibnce 
of lufs than two years from the fubverlion of the 
Athenian democracy by a Spartan general, the 
fame turbulent form of government fliould have 
been rc-cftablifhcd with new fpfendour, by the ap¬ 
probation, and even the afliflancc, of a Spartan 
king. The n afons explained in the preceding 
iliap'.er may kiLn, but cannot ahogether remove, 
his fuqtrife; and, in t.rJcr ftilly to comprehend 
the caufes of tins ivent, it is necctfary to confider 
not only the internal fafiinns which tHftra&cd the 
councils of Sparta, but the external ot^eds of am¬ 
bition or revenge' which folicited and employed 
her arms.

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While the fortune of the Peli^ponncfian ww ftill c ii a P. 
hang in doubtful fofpcnle, the peaceful, inhaWtants , 
of Elis oftoi tdlified an inclinadan to priTerve an 'Pu 
inoffenfive neutralitj* that they might apply* »hh 
undivided atieodon, to thw h^y ruxal labours, 
to the adnuiuibatian of the OlyinjMan felUval, utd 
to the iiidirpcnlid}Ie worlh^ of thofe gexh and' 
heroes to whom thdlr territory was peculiarly con- 
fecrated. 'I'lw continue fiilicitathm ol Sparta, 
and the tmprovtdteil violence of Athens, lieicr* 
mined the Oians to declare for ilie former repub¬ 
lic} but of all the Spartan allies tiuy were Uie 
moll lukewarm and indifferent. In time of adion 
their alTlil was lauguki and inefiidual, aitd 
when the regular ntuin of the Olympic folenmity 
fiffpended the courfe ol lii^liliues, ilicy ibewed 
li:ilc partiality or refpect ior their powt riul oon- 
fedcrates, whofe warlike and ambitious temper 
feeined incompatible wiUi the enjt yim tit if tlieir 
own contemplative tranquilUty. This oiniffion 
ol duty was followed by the actual traiih'iMhou ol 
ihe Elians. In conjunction with the Maiii'na:.uis 
and Argives Unry defened tlie alUaiite ol hparU} 
defended ihenifclves by arm- agamvl the uiurpa- 
tions of that republic; and exeiudui its members 
from confulting the oracle, and Irom ])a!t.ikKig of 
the games and ticrifices celebi tied at Olmiaa*. 

Thcfc injuries d'eaped with impunny, until the luo* 
cefsful iffue of the war ot Pelopmnidus ihfpnled 
the Spartans to feel wth feiiliMity, and tiubled 
them fevetely to chaftife every inluU that had be-n

I'be Spartans neither alone incurred the guilt, 
nor exclufively eiqoyed the profits of this cruel dc- 
vaftadon. Ihc Elkn ipnikni funiHbed a rich 
liarvelt of jdunder to rite Arcadians and other 
■communities of PeloponneTus, wh(de rapacious 
lud was cnfl-imcd ivy the v^n bloom of a <*oim> 

Try uilich had long bwn protefled by r..ugiiin 
arja'u 1 the ravage of war. When the principal 
property of rile Hhans was deftniyed or plundeied, 
the Sf^rtans at length granted thfm a peace, m 
ci»ndiciiin ihatthey fum'iidmd their fleet, acknow> 
tb' ’miependence of the infiriur inuns and 
villages, i^liich wire fcaurrrd along the deligliitul 
banks of the Pcni-us and titr Aipheus, aiul nio* 
dtlU'd their internal government acconUng to the 
plan prdcribed by their conquerors 

'Ihc \v.ur of I'lis occupied, but did not engrnfs, Tt. hiv. 
file attention of the Spartans; nor liid the pun-fii- 
incni of that nnfonunale'republic divert them 'wm 
from fterner purpofeik of revenge. I'he Mefleiiians 
were not their accuktital and temporary, but their »rt i. 
natural and inveterate, foes; and might jufliy ex- 
pcCl to feci the unhappy confequences of thiir 
triumidi. After the deitrudion of Meflfcnc, and 
the long wanderings and ntifery of its perfecuied 
citixens, the tovi'ii of Naupa^lus, flluatc on the 
northern fhorc of the Corinthian gulpb, fumifhed 
a fefe retreat to a feeble remnant of that andcni

The reftaiuncnt 
of Sparta drove them frohi Naupadus and Ce> 
phaleiua. The greater part efcaped to Sidly, 
above three thuuiand Giiled to Cyroirica; the only 
Qountrivsinbdiitcd by the IlcUenk; race, which lay 
beyond the reach of the Lacedaemonian power"’. 

From the era of this iropoitant migimion, tliv 
names of Sicily and Cyrcnaica vnll feldom occur in 
Ukeprefent It^ory; on which acemmt it may not 
be improper briefly tS explain the caulk which 
withdrew frinn the general fphere of Grecian po> 
ltdea a valuable and fruUful ct»ft, and an 
UUad not leis fruitful, and far more populous and 
powerful. The infulated fituadoa of tkde imote 
provinces, while it rendered it extremely ma>n- 
veoient for Greece to interfere m their aflahs, 
pecuUariy expofed them to two evils, which ren¬ 
dered k ffiU more bconvmuent ibr them to inter- 
fe» k the affaka ol Grecoe.. Eemoved from the

'liieinhalHtaiits ^ Cyfedaka altatiatdy carried i^ukrequmt 
on var agahdl the LStyans and Carthai^huiB *>. 

They were aftnanjhopiiiefled by the tyrant Ari- 
Aonl ‘ Soon aftciwanls they recoveied their civil 
liberty butcofiopefled fteqamtly to ftniggle 
for their natbnal indepcndince. Thoofi^ often in¬ 
vaded, thdr country was never filbdued by my bar- 
b.irnn enemy; and their Ubtalws farxived the re¬ 
publics of thdr Euiupean Inrethren, lince they rc- 
Iiidanf’v fobmitted, for the firft dme, to the fw- 
tunate genera! of Alesmder, who, in the divifton 
of his imfter*» conqudb., obtained the fertile and 
wualdiy kingdom of Egypt 

The revolutions of Sicily are far better known Of 8k3| 
than thofe of Cyraif, and ftill more worthy to be 
remembered. During the latw years of the 
Pcloponaeftan war, the aiCftance afforded by Syra- 
cufe to the Lacedsemcauans, became gradually more 
faint and impercepdlde, and at length it was totally 
withhdd. Thb was occaiioned by the neceility 
of drfen^g the &fety of the whole hland» m which 
thu of the capital was hivulwBd. agamfl the fonm-‘ 
daUe defeents of tlm Cartliagimans, whom the in- 
ynatidn of iEgefta and fCTei^ inferior cities at va*

This noble tnonmnent, confccrated to pit ty and Tbiir

Aninift N^ear fouifcorc years before the demolition of 
tliPiD- Agrigentom, Sicily had acquired immortal glory, 
wM aid ^fratlng more numerous invaders; but, at 
1 lOum that time, die efforts of the uhulc ifiand were 
united and animated by the virtues and idiilities 
iiiunrarv. of Gdon; whereas, amidll the a£tual dangers mid 
-ij^Ondadon of .the Carthagiitiim war, the Sidlhms 
A. c. 408. diflraded by doraeftic fafUons. Syracufe had 
banilfahd the only man whofe confummate wiidorn, 
and approved valour and fidelity, feemed worthy 
to direA the helm in the prefent tempeftuous junc- 
tuK. In the intei^ beween the il^e of Bhnera 
and that of Agiigentum, the patriotic Henno- 
crates had returned to Sic3y; and, at the head 
of hia numerous adherents, Imd sotempted to gain

This was the ceiehAted IKonydus, a youth of 
twenty 4 «o years; of mean patronage, but im- 
bounded ambition; ddbtute (if we btlicvc hHlo- 
rians) of almoft every virtue, and poflefled of every 
talent, and wfaofe ft^une it «as, to live and flou- 
liih aroidft thofe perturbed commodons of fn* 
reign war and civil difTenfion, whkh arc favour¬ 
able to the elevation of fuperior minds. Though 
cllceinetl -id entruftcil by Ilvnnocratcs, who 
could mort: cafily diferm the merit of his abilinrs, 
than difeover the danger of his ambitirm, Dioiiy- 
fius had gained fHciiils in the oppolitc faction, by 
whofe inicrcll he was- recalled from exih*. Ills 
ftTiiccs in the Carthaginian war raifed him to 
iminencc. He furpaifr-d in valour; he was un¬ 
rivalled ht eloquence; his end', were purfued wit^ 

Iteady perfcverance; his means were vark-d witfi 
convement flexibility; the appearance of patriot- 
ifm rendered him popular, aiiJ he employed his 
popularity to neftore his baniflied friends. 

The gratitude of one party,^d the admiration Mnm i.r 
of both, enabled him to attain the command of '*|"* ^ || j ^ 
the mercenaries and the cemdud of the war. But til- gn- 
he waa left fblicitous to conquer Uic Carthaginians 
than to enflave his fcUow^rid^s, whofe ftdious ^ufc. 
turbulence rendered thefla umaonhy of Ojcity.

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CHAP, vari^ of taloa^ tod fticli an accumulation of 
K^*7».D>oByfiu» ftonid be univeifillf held out 
aFDwiy and farande^ ai the moR'conffncuous example of 
an exocraUun^, the objeS ^terror in his o\ra, 
odioutih and of dflipB(i6 fucceeding ages. ' Yet the 
uncumipteir evidence of hiftoiy will provej that 
the chander of Dionyfius was not ddcihvely flagi¬ 
tious. Hk litualion rendered it artifidal; and he is 
acknowledged often to have alfttmed the femblancc' 
of virtue. Always crafty and cautious, but by 
turns, and as it fuited his intereft, irald, affable,' and 
condefctnding, or cruel, arrogant and imperious: 
nor did the Sy racufans feel the rigoiSr of his tyranny, 
until they had jullly provoked it by an infurredinn, 
during which they treated his wife and children with 
the moft barbarous and brutal fury. But there are 
two circumllanccs atten^ng the nign of Dionyfius 
which peculiarly excited the indignation of the 
moialifts of Greece and Rome, and which the mo- 
dmtion or the loftncfs of iiiodcrn times will be 
difpofed to confidcr with lefs fevirity. He had 
'^uiuiped the government of a free republic; a 
txanc necdfaril) heinous in the fight of thofe who 
held the alTaflination of a tyrant to be the moft 
mcritoiious cxenion <.f human \irruc; and he pro- 
'feiTed an open ci-nteinpt fgr the religion of his 
country; a crime of wi.icli the barefufpicion had 
brought to death the iiuiit amiable and reipecled 
of mui. Yet the impbetj of Dioi.jfius was only the 
child of his intcreft, and uunctimcs the parent i>f 
hk wit. He ftnj jh-J a cek4>rr.ted ftaiue of Jupiter 
• of a golden rtibe, obfenring, that b was loo-heavy 
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in fummer, and too odd in wimer* For a reafon c ft A P, 
equally ingodous he dqkrivot /KfiathpitH^ of hk ^ 

golJeu beard i aflerting, tb« a Toutiafale or- 
namcDt .iU became the iba of,the ApoHo. ' 

But ifyhe defied the be tn- 

creaftid and improved the 'fleets a|i^ Wiks» of 
Syiacofe, which were fucSdtifoUy enjoyed agahift 
the piddic enemy. And to tbegeneni current of 
iatire and declamation agahdt this extraordinary 
man*', may be oppofed the opinimi of Pblybius 
an^ beijao Afikanus, the moil illuflrious charac¬ 
ters of the moll illuilrious age of Rome: *' That 
none ever concerted his fchemes with more pru¬ 
dence, or extxuted them uiih more boldneia, than 
Diin)iiu'^ he Elder.” 

His iiqp, Dionyfius the Younger, exceeded hfe inrti.M. 
vices without poflbfling his abilities. Ihe rcicii of 
tlii^ fca>na tyrant i^as aiftracrid and inglorious. A.asi*i*- 
liis kinfnun Dion, the amiable difciple of Pl.it o, 
endeavoured to correct the dirurdi'n; of his iin- rn!"*’' 
governed mind. But the talk uas too heavy iur 
Dion, and even for Plato himfelf. Th.- former. 
unable to rcllrain the exceflTes of the prmci% un- A.C. ,4.% 
dertook the defence ol the p.’<'ple. Hi^ {utruiiiht 
interrupted, but did not deflmy, the tyranny of 
Dumyiius, which was finally aliolinied, twoiitt -two

Rapidity Havir^ a&ndded his forces at Sardis, the 
Periiaa prince was carried, by the al^vity of tus 
refentment or ambition, with the utmoft celerity, 
towards Upper Alia. In ninety*three onarches, he 
travdifd through the central prorinccs of'Lydia, 
Phrygia, Cappadocia; traverfed the mountains of 
Cilicia; paOtd unrefiiled through Syria; eroded 
the Euphrates at Thapfacus; and after penetrating 
the defert, cniind the confines of Babylonia. In 
a journey of above twelve huiulrcd lofks, his 
numerous army experienced fhirer difficulties than 
might naturally he expeiEted. The fertile tarritory 
of Afia Minor fupplying them ahuncLmtly with 
pro'.i/ions, enabled them to proceed commonly at 
the rate of fifteen or fixteen miles a*day; and al- 
molf ei'ery fecond day brought them to a large 
and populous city. The dependent fatraps or vice¬ 
roys of Lycaonia and Cilicia were lefs I'uUcitous to 
defend the throne of Artaxerxes, than anxious 
to probil their refpeflive provinces from plunder 
and devaftadon. But the former experienced the 
feverity of an Invader whom he had the wcaknefs 
to oppofe, without the llrengtb or courage to 
reftft’. 

CBifttde- Syennefis, governor of Cilicia, had reafon to 
fniikii iiy fear diat his country nught be wafted with equal 
cruelty. He endeavour^, therefore, to avail

foutheA boundaries are waflied by the 6a, and 
vrhkh is ddended on other fides bf the winding 
branches of Mount Taurus* Towaids the wcfl Ls 
but one pafe, called by Arrian the Gates of 
Cilica*; fuffident to admit only one diariot at a 
lime, and rendered dark and (fifKcult by fteep and 
ahnoft inacccdible mountains. Ihefe were oc* 
copied by the troops of Syenncfis, who, had he 
mrina'med his poft, might have cafily prevented 
the p'lfiagc of an army. But the timid Cili^irfii 
had not fruited in arms alone for the dofoiirotil his 
country. By the order, nr at hnft with the p;j« 
mifllon of her«hulband, his Quoim, ihe beaiitilul 
Eptava, b'td met Cyrus at CjIcikl', on (hi-Irm- 
tiers of t'hrygia; and according to the cultoin nt 
the Kait, prefentid her acknowlidgisl hegedord and 
liiperinr with gold, filrcr, and other co(ll> (.'ilts.

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CHAP, anger was ready to fefment mto bloody fedhion, 
when the commodon was appealed by the addrefs 
Appofei and prudence of Cleaiybny- While he privately 
affined Cyrus of ins bdl^endeavouis to make 
anKhui. a£ur take a^romable turn, he openly embraced 
the caufe ofSnbliSeK, affixed deeply to feel their 
grievances, ai^ eageriy concurred with every mea> 
fore that leemed proper to remove them. His 
eloquence and his tears diverted Che defign of im¬ 
mediate holHlity. An affembly was fummoned to 
deliberate on the adual pofture of affidrs. Several, 
of thdr own accord, offered thrir opimon; others 
fpoke as they had been dire&d by ClearchuS.

Hav¬ 
ing alfembleJ the captains belonging to the ditnfion 
of his be* vjdProxenus, he fair!.*'-?'' ’ y’-cfprt.j 
to them their fituaiion, wliich, dangerous as it vi-as, 
oujht not to fink bra>c men to ih-Tpair. Even 
ill the worll circumftances, fortitude, and fordtude 
alone, could afford relief. TIU7 had been de- 
cei\cd, but not conquered, by the Baibarians; 
whofe perfidious violation of faith, friendship, and 
hofpttality, rendered them odious and contemptible 
to men and gods; the gods, who were the umpires 
of the conteft, and whofe affiftance could make the 
caufe of juftice and valour prevail over m-ery fu- 
periority of ftrengih and numbers *. 

The manly piety of Xenophon was commufll- who. lo¬ 
cated, by a generous fympathy, to the brealb of 
his hearers; who, dffperfing through the various rife|ihuf

botdnefs and a'lerity, being afliired that their 
unequal attack would be fuflaincd by the taigeteer^ 
and beavy.armed men. Bur the Perfians, not 
writing to rccriro them, fled in leattcrcd diforder} 
the Greeks purfu|d, took many prifoners, made 
gnat flaughter, and mangled the bodies of the 
flain, in order to terrify, by fuch a dreadful 
fpe(!lacle of revenge, their cowardly and perfidious 
enemies 

Nfwihe. After this advantage, the army continued to

On ftadi occafioii% 
the fquaie form, in which thqr ladhatheno march¬ 
ed, wa& tound doubly mconvmiem *., In order to 
traverfe luck a pai&ge, the foldiere were obliged 
to doftt the win^, and^ to prowd into a narrow 
fpace, which difotdcred the nnks, and made them 
obllrud each other. When they had croffed the 
bridge os .iciile, they were again j?fecd to nm 
with all haile, in order to exloH the win^, - 
and refumc their ranks, which occafiemed a void 
in the centre, aud much diOicartened the men, 
thus expoled to the hidden attack of the pur- 
fucrih 


To obviate both inconveriiencies, the Greeks 
leparated froo^the army fix companies, each con- ^ 
filling of an hundred men. Thcfe were fub- in.irt»ry 
divided into fmaJler bodies, of fifty and twenty- “®* 
five, each divifion of the company, as wril as the 
whole, commanded by proper officers. When it 
necefiary to dofe the wings, m order'.to 
pafs a defile, thefe troops'ibid bdUnd, thus dtf- 
burdeitng the army of a foperfiuous' mail, and

They fdaed every /ippixtunity 
to obitruft die march cff the army; and though 
unprepared for a dofe engagement, uled with ex- 
tiMvdinary effe£t their bows, three culnts long, 
which they bent by prelSng the lowcar part with 
their left foot. The arrows were near as long as 
the bows; and thdrwell fanned pdntsp^ced the 
firmeft (hields and corflets. The Greeks employed 
their Ikill in tafHcs, and thdr valour, to dude, or 
to repel, the affauh of thefe dangerous foe^ from 
whom thcy.fuffcrcd more m feven days than they 
had done in as many weeks from thehraveft troqis 
of Artaxeraes”. At length they arrived at 
nvdl^entrites, two hundred iek broad, whidi 
forauTthe fouthem boundary of Armenia, having 
juft reafo^ to rqdce that they bad dcaped the 
weapons of the Carduchiaos, vAofe brethren, the 
Paxthhms**, wittuthe fiune arms and addreft, be¬ 
came formidable to Rome, whCn Rome was for- 
midable to the world **•

The fiiow fell in Aich quantities i" 
during the night, as conipU'tely covered Uie men 
with their jrms.

Many flai'ca and fumpter hoifes perilhed, comurt 
wiih about thirty foldiers. The reft could furcely

Tii Amidft the formidable hollility of thofenume- 
Gieek rous nations arofe, at wide intervals, feveral Grc- 
^ ^ ciau cities, which enlivened the barbaric gloom, 
and difplayed the peculiar glory of their arts and 
arms, binopc, the mother and the queen of thofe 
cities, was advantageoufly fituatcd on a narrow 
ifthmus which joined its territwy, confifting in a 
finall but fertile peninfula*’, to the province of 
Paphlagonia. 'fhe foundation of Sinope re¬ 
mounted to the highell antiquity, and was aferibed 
to Antolycus, one of the Argonauts The city 
was afterwards mcreafod by a powerful accellion of 
hBlefians. It poffeffed convenient harbours on 
either fide of the ifthmus. The pcninfula was fur- 
rounded by iharp rocks, which rendered it inaccef- 
fiblc to an enemy; and the fca abounded with the 
tunny fifli, which flow in (hoals from the Palus 
Masotib, where they are fuppofed to be bred *% to 
. the Euxinc and Propontis.

ployment m proridii^ for their own fubfiftence, 
and dtat of their numerous attendants. For feve- 
ral days, they ravaged the ndghbouring villages of 
the Colchians and Dnllians} and, while diey crudly 
haraffed the enenues, they carefully refp^ed the 
alUes, of Trebizond. Thdr repeated ^vailation» 
at length rumod the country immediately around 
them, lb that the fora^g parties could no longer 
fet out and return on the lame day; nor could 
they penetrate deep into the territory, without be- 
endangered by the ooftunial afi&ults of the Bar- 
banians. Theft drcuftftaaces rendered k nectfary 
fear them to diink of then''^aparture j. tai which 
account an aflembly was convened to lix the 
proper time, and to regulate the mode and plan 
of thdr luture journey

, to elude the efledts of thdr own ungovernable 
palEons. The Greeks were involved in real dan¬ 
ger, in proportion as they attained apparent fe- 
curlty. During the long courfe of their labo- 
nous journey, the terror of unknown Barbarians 
hanging over them, maintained their difciplui'* and 
their union. But the air of a Greei.m coinnv at 
- once diflblved both. They, who in the remote 
region;: of the Sail had a&ed with one foul, and re¬ 
garded each other as brethren, again fdt the un¬ 
happy influence of t^'ir provincial diftin^ns. 
The army was divided by fepante mterefts, and 
warped ,by partial aSe03on.'>. Tbofc who had ac¬ 
quired w^th, delircd to ivtiun home to enjoy it. 
llu^e who were deftitiitc ki forttu^' hinged to 
plunder fnends apd foes, Cre^'aiid'.fiaii]aruns. 
The commanders ^f^ed and deceived the iroops} 

' die troqs dKogimn^d againft, aqdjljBliiiitad the 
^ommasdeis.* were ready wrong; 
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and bodi fufpedod and accofed each other of imV 
ginar}* crimes of which none were guiltj. 

Xenophou vho; with vcmduifttl addreis, has 
juftified lun^^ from every reproach *' diat can 
refled either on his luiderftanding or his heart, 
does not deny animpotadon to which he cx> 
pofed by dfeovering (fomewhat, perhaps, nnfea* 
fonabiy) dtc juft and exteniive views of a phib* 
fopher. When he furveyed dte foathem ftiorcs of 
tlie Euxine, covered in aiici»t liincs, as wdl as 
they .ire at prefent, tmh tall and majeidc foreft 
trees, admirably adapted to flnp-building; nhcai he 
confidered the convenience of the harbours, and the 
produdions of die ndghbourmg territory, cunitft* 
in^ ir: flax iron, and every commodity moll need- 
I'ary in nifing s^navd power, be w ainbitiou-s of 
dlabUlhing a new fettlomcnt, wliith the numbers, 
the valour, and the adivity of his followers, mull 
fcpon render fuperior to the other Grecian colonies 
on the Euxine, or perhaps in any of Afia. 
But this noble deiign, which might luivc proved 
io ufeful and honourable to the army, Aia8.blafteJ 
by the mean jealoiify of his enemies. Xenojihun 
was reproached wid) forming projects equally ro> 
ma^ic and dangerous; iAd accufed of an infen* 
non to keep bldicrs from home, that they 
imght continue dependent on hintfelf, and that he 
m^tt increafe his owp fame wad fortune at the riik 
of the pubfic faf^

the ftrength of ^ army; the Odryfians, tdlured by 
the hopes of'plunder, flocked to his ftandard, and 
the growing profperity of his fortune, no longer 
requiring the fuppoit, difpofed him to negled the 
fervice^ of ha Grecian auxiliaries**. The un> 
grateful levity of the Barbarian was cncouniged by 
the perfidious counfeb of his favourite Heraclides 
Ilf Mar mea one rA tfhofe fugitive Greeks, who 
having molted p|<0hmcQt at home for their 
wickednefs, obt^ned diflinftion abroad by their 
talents; mea fuUied with every vice, prepared^ike 
to die or to deceive; and who, having provoked 
the refentmentaxf their own countrj’mcn by their 
intrigues and their audacity, often acquired the 
efteem of foreigners by thev valour and eloquence,, 
their ikill ia war, and dexterity in ncgociatiun. 
Heraclides ftrongly exhorted his tnaftcr to defraud 
the Greeks d t^ir pay, and to deliver hiiuieif 
by an abrupt difiniffion from thdr trouble* 
feme importunities. But the fears, rather than 
the ddu^ of Seuthes, prevented him from 
complying with this advice: he his honour

'I Hl 
L ace^iiionian ga’rifon, fupportc-d by the townf- 
mi'ii, defended tbemfelvcs with their ufual courage, 
ejriv-lUy foliciting, however, a rdnfbrcoment from

On this importam occafum, the 'Spartam feoate

The inadivity of Tiffaphemes, who, in addi¬ 
tion to the powerfiil army which he had con¬ 
duced into Lower Afia, Ml expeCed fiq^ther re¬ 
inforcements from the Kaft, oicouraged die Gre¬ 
cian genaial to undertake dils ttfcful and meri- 
torious enterprife. The Chcrfnnefus u'as one of 
the moft fertile ‘ and bed cultivated fpots on earth. 
In an extent of fifty miles in length, and fifteen in 
breadth, it contain^ eleven rich and llovmfhiu-

citu's, and fcvml commodioos harbours. The 
fields, producing the mofl valuable graute, were 
intta^perfed and adm;ned with del^htful plantatiouv 
and orchards, as well as with lawns and^eadows, 
flored with all fo||^ of nftiiil cattk. Had this

X(W indmidated by the fight of an enemy whofe 
numbenfitf exceeded dicir ovn. This panic might 
have proved fetal* had not the troops of Tiffa^. 
phetns felt the terror which they iofidred. They 
zccoUi^'d the bravery of {he ten thotifend who 
had accompanied Cyrus; they pa'ccived that the 
ibrres with whom they now had to contmd ex> 
ceedrd that number; but they did not refied that 
tile- army of. I)crc}liidas was fwellcd by the dc> 
generate Grceki> of iEolis and Ionia* whofe minds 
had been enfeebled and degraded by a long fvries 
of opprefiion. The cowardice of the Perfians en< 
gaged Tiflaphemes, mucli againil the inchnation 
of., Phamabazus, to prupofe a conference; the 
cotrardicc of the lonians engaged Dercyliidas to 
accept the propofid. Holtilitics were thus fuf- 
pended; mutual hcilagcs. were given j overtuR-s 
of peace were made; and inefll-ngcrs were dif. 
patched fur infirudions to the Spartan council, and 
to the court of Perfia. 

The defign of Titraphcmci:, hciwevcr, was only 
to gain time by amuling the enemy, llie moil 
foleinn oaths and engagements had long loft their 
power over his perfidious mind. He treachcroufly 
watched an opportunity to renew the war, waiting 
with impaden^c for the promifed rdnforccmcntsi 
firom the Eaft* and erpecially for the equipment of 
1 fleet, n^hich Artaxerxes was preparing, with 
filcncc and, odciity, in the ports of PhiEtiicia. 
Thcfc preparations were communicated to 
rile Spartan magift^es by riie patriotifm of He- 
rodas* a who, aahni^ by the love of 

Greece, 
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Greece, betrayed his Phaaiidan mrJler. The chap. 
Spartans were alarmed with the danger, indignant . 
at the treachery of TtiTaphenus, and parbap. dtt 
pleafed wit)i the too eafy credulity of thdr j::enml. 

But the death of King Agis had given thvrm, in 
the perfon of th«r firft maglftnti', a commander 
who equalled Dercyllidas in merit,-and uho has 
fer fuipafled him in renown. 

The dcftruclivc expedition againft the Ilians a «!.., 
was the laft exploit of the long and warlike ns-ju 
of Agii. On his death*bed, he acknowledged hw 
his fon Lcotychidcs, whofe legitiniacv, the leiity 
or the guilt of his nuulior llmiM lud ntpifed tn 
jufl Aifpicion. But this late avowal of a (ua.'fTor, 
whom he had fu l-mg difowned, did not fathfy the 
pariifans (■f Agefilaus, who was brother to Agn 
on the fide of his fathiT .Vrchidainus, but young.r 
by inanv yiars,* being boin of a dilTereni inmher, 
and, failing Leohcliides, the neandl luir to iIk' 
throne. I'nder a diminutive and ignobl.* form, 
AgcliLuis mncealed a ligivoiis and fir\id mind, 
a manly Lleration of charaetcr, a g-'iuioib amlH. 
lion of foul, 'liiefo rifpcClab!- quaiifie , .idom'*d 
Iw the milder vinue^ ol mydiilv, cand' sr, con- 
dero.nfton, and uniiiiiited rompUfance for hk 
friends, early attradcJ the nmicc, and merited the 
elteem, of the iirlt names of Sparta; andol none 
more than Lyfander, who, as his prrfunai hoja s 
ol grandeur were Wafted by the univcrCil j.-aloufy 
and refemment that had betm juliiy excited in 
Sparta againft his oftentatious abut'.'of powL?, i >u- 
fined all his projeds of andiituni tothcaggrand/e-

In tire faterval of thcfe fucceffive honours, he 
proved ^ atteniiye vi^Iance in* the fenice of 
t||p rqiubhc, of wlddi the fafety^'and even the 
aidfteaee, was endangered by a daring and well con* 
oreted eoafpiracy- A youth named Cinadop, d^din* 
globed above hU compamcais'by extraordinary 
ilrength and agiUty, was not l^Kxmfpkuous for 
undaudted 'couiage aiul toverinj^ ambitka. De- 
feended of an obfeure family, Gnadon &lt and re* 
glutted the murtiiybg partiality of the government 
under which he fived. His pride was deeply

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Agdilaus fixed his head-quarters at Ephcfus, a 
place recommended byRs centrical fuiation, as 
the moft convenient rend. 2 w>us for the recrab 
which flocked to his ftandurd from every part of 
the coall j at the fame time that fuch a ftation ca. 
abled him to conceal from the enemy which of their 

provinces was the intended objea of hU invafion. 

Thither Tiflapherncs fern an embafly, demanding 
the reafim of luch mighty pn^paratiuns. Agelilaiu; 
replied, “ lhat the Groeks in Alia might en¬ 
joy the fame liberty with iht ir bretimii in Ivunipe.’* 
The meflengtT! of Tiiraplii moi had orders tn de¬ 
clare, that tl' • King was inclmed to aiknuWledge 
the iindent treedum and independence of the 
Grecian colonies; that the report of his hoilile 
intdirions againft either them or the mother 
country was totally void ot ioundation; and that, 
in conrcquencc of the ravnt tranficliDns between 
Ti'laphenus and Dercylild.is, anibafladopi might 
Ihurtly be cxpecled from Sofa, empowered toraufy 
a iinn and lading peace betu^'en Artaxerxes and 
the Greeks. Until this defirable work IhoulJ be 
compldcd, 'riiTaplieniis earnillly defired a cdh<< 
dnuation of the truce, which, on his fide, he was 
ready to feat by whateviT funnaliiies Agcfilaus 
thought proper to require. The Spartan King 
frankly avowed his fuipicions of treachery; yet, 
bring unwillmg to embroil his country in an mu 
ncceflary war, he difpachcd Dercyllidas, with two 
members of the Spartan council, to renew his late 
VOL.

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CHAP. e9Dgs^;esie&ts. with Tiffiiphetiies. Tbe perfidious 
latrap fwtm and deemed for ihe Udl time. No 
fooner bad'he received the Icmg-expeded auxili. 
aries from the Eaft, than he comomnded Agdi- 
laus to leave Ephefu*^, and to evacuate the coafi of 
Afiaj if he delated to comply*, the wdght of the 
Peefian arms would enforce obedience. Tim pru¬ 
dent, or pious Spartan, while his friends were 
alanned with ^tis unexprfied declaration, afiumed 
an unufual gaiety of countenance, obfen'ing Aat 
he rejoiced to commence the war under fuch fa¬ 
vourable aufiBccs, fince the treachery of TifTapher- 
nes mufli render the gods his enemies. 

Meanwhile he prepared to encounter the infi- 
nf Aj.iri. dious arts of the fatrap, with equal, but more iu- 
nocent addref;,. It was induftrioufly given out, 
that he intended to march into the province of 
Carla, the favourite rcfidcnce of 'nfiaphemes, 
which was aduriud by liis voluptuous parks a »»d 
palaces, ;,nd flren;,iheni.d by a fortrefi, the ro- 
p'lfitory of fio inafures. Ihe intervening cities 
were urdereJ to mtnd the rnady, to'furnifh a 
matket, and to prepare every thmg moft nccciTary 
to facilitate the inarch of the Grecian army. Tiffa- 
phtmer, not douhibg tliat Caiia was the intcndid 
fccncof warfare,£ip.’cially asihc mountainous naliire 
of that province rendered it improper for horfe, in 
which the Greeks were very pooHy provided, cn« 
crimped with his own numerous cavalry in the 
ii.- pijuns of the Meander, in order to intercept the

a fufiiwknt garrifon in EpheTus, left that city, and 

turning 
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tun^ to the north, adfso^ed byit|iidmudies chap . 
into d>e rid plunder of lAich levarded 

riie aSire diligence of his fcddkrs. The friiiih 
fatiap ms unvillii^ to rehcre the porioce of 
Hianiabazos, *by waianing ihc'^dricnce of his 
own; mhI accordingly remained inaffive on ^ 
ftuitful banks of the Meander, whofc 
{beam Hurts the northon frontier of Caria, lUn 
fnfpefting an invafion of the Creeks, from Ejdwfus 
and the neighbouring fea-ports. During ‘the 
greateft part of the fununer J^cfilaus ravaged 
Phr^-gia; the Barbarians were fliamcfuliy defeated 
in llvcTal rcncounbrs; at length they ccafod to 
refift nusarms} nor attempted rn-en to harafr Us 
rctreii, w•^• , having gratified the juft refen^ 
of Ills counii'V, he returned, loaded with fpoil, to 


vinwin Kphefus”. 

In the Phrygian expedition, Agefilaus fhared, 
and furpaffed the toils of the meaneft foUicr, 
from whom he rifufcd to be diftingmihed by ha 
di.fs, his food, or his accommodations day 
or ni'* ht. Tlw inaOivc fcafon of the year was moft 
diligently and ufefully employt-J. Epbefus and 
the ndghbouring towia glowiri with tlw ai Jour ot 
military preparation. The Ph^gun wealth wa» 
employed to urge the lund of mduftry. Shields, 
fpcars, fwords, and helmets, filled every Ihop, 
crowded every magaamc. The uihabitanta of 
the country were alluttd by great rewards to lonu 
their bell horfes to the difcipiinc of the liild i 
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c H A p. the wealthy citizens were exempted from tfie fer- 
\ ^ ^ enfuii^ campaign, upon condition only 

that they fumiihed a horfeman, properly equipped) 
to perfotm their vicarious duty. The veteran 
frldiers, as well as the new levies, were daily exer* 
eifed uithin the walls of Ephefus, in thofc martial 
araufetmnts which reprefented a fiiithfiil image, 
and which formed the beft fchool, of war. Age 
filaus often condeftended to difpute the prize of 
valour or dexterity; his popular mannere endearc>d 
him to the troops; the- fuperiority of his taicnu 
commanded their willing obedience; they ried with 
i-ach Ollier in honour to iheii prince; they tied in 
prautude to the gods with the prince himfelf, 
who, as often as he obiaiiied the crown of victorv. 
dedicated the honouiable reward in the au^uft 
temple of Ei,luli,m Diana. « What then (rdds 
a foMwr, a pliilofopher, and a man of pieti) 
inightnot bcexpc'clcd finminxips who delichted 
in the cxercile ol arms, relpec^cd their general, and 
revered il'egods *?” 

IhecxiK-cbtion of Xenophon, who beheld the 
mu-refting frenes at Eph.fus, which he has ininii- 
tably di fenbexi, was fully gratified by the fuccefs of 
the enlu-ng campaign. Agrc-eably to the annual 

ACa,,.Laccdaimonian re- 
public, a comnnllion of thiny Sparians was lent 
early in th. fpring to fiipply the place of Lyfinder 
and his colle.igues. Among the membiTs of tins 
new council Agefiiaus dillnbnied the various de- 
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lartments of iniUtary command. The fupcnor c H A f. 
abilities of Herippidu were entiufted with die 
veteran army who had ferved under Cyrus. Xc- 
Tioclcs was appemted to conduct the cavalry, 

Mygdo comm^cd the Afiatic levies; Scythes, 
the Laccdaenionian froedinen; for hiinfi-lf, as his 
peculiar care, the general refmed the failhl'id and 
warlike btidy of Peloponnefian allies, i holen from 
the floww and vigour of many tiuuiidung re¬ 
publics. With a view to encuttrage his ioldier^ 
biforc taking the field, he ordered the Phrygian 
ptiloners to be brought forth, dripped, and wt» 

|H}fcd to faie. The Greeks viewed with contempt 
the delicate whitenefs of tluir thins, their (laccid 
mufclc-<, their awkward motions, thtir fliapilif:. 
form' their unwieldy corpulence, «md the effr- 
ininate foftnefs of their w'holo texture. Such an 
enemy they conftdered as nothing fuperiur to an 
army of women 

Agtfllaus had declared, that he would be no Air..i, 
longer fati/tied with ravaging the cxtreniities, but ' 
was determined to attack the C'litre, of the Pcrfuii lUtI 1M>- 
pviwer. Till.ipliemi's, ftariiil of In mg deceiixd 
byafecond feini, agsiin ronduCi-d hi- l-iuadrons ,\.w. 
to the banks of ilie hleandiT, and r>-iiif<irc< d- with 
the flower of his infantry the ganjf<»i;.of Caria, 
which (as the contrary had been indudriwufly re¬ 
ported) he concluded to bo the main ubje, t of ap¬ 
proaching hodilitics. But the Spartan was too 
able a guneral to repeat the fame game. On this 
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(; n A F. occafionf tberofine, he cmx^ into esecudon the 
xx\u ^gQ ^ 012^ pnUic, marched to- 

mur^ die royal ^ of Sard^, and nraged the 
adj(uija|g tenitory irith^ oppofiticm. lie bad 
acquired pich vaioabk hofXf, and ftaken the 
fiddly, of (he Lydans, before any enemy appeared 
to rdift bis progreEs. That refill^ce, vben made 
too late,'pror^ meffe&ial. .After fevoal fuc- 
cefaftil Ddniulhc!!, he defeated the Perlians m a ge* 
sml engagemdst on the bank.> df the Faflolus, 
jgirrounded and tr.ok their camp, in whkii, befide 
other rkhes, he found feventy talents of filvn'. 
He hoped likcwifc to hare captured the rclenticfe 
enemy of the Greek.*:, the perfidbus TilTapherncs; 
but that crafty tnutor, fufpefUng the event of the 
battle, had throa-n himM, with a coiiflderable 
body of troops, within the ftruog walls of S<irJes. 
where Isscow'ardicc conilnmil to n fide, dii’plajnig 
the bgbrbus pride of pomp ami luxury, while 
the provinces cf ArUx.Txes ftjll a prx^ to the 
hofUic uiiader. 'I hi* tinr: of !ii. ;> ihill.nic'it, 
however, wa^ now aiiived. Uis wl.- •!(' life ii.'.d 
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been difgraceful to himfclf; but its I..II lceh<‘ haul 
difgraced the arms li his mailer, who cancelled, 
by one flroke of royal mgrmitude, tl% merit of 
buiumcrablc perfidies and cruelties committed for 
bis fervicc. Tithiauftes was font from court to 
take off the head of th’! obnoxious fatrap; who, 
being aUored to a cemferonce, was caught by Iris 
own arts and met with a deferved &te; although 
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the author of his death art# perhaps the only raaa c H A P . 
ml»erfeoriaGim«vriih whomTlffitphenieshad 
any claim of merit. 

Tithiau&es, who liad come from. Babj'lon upwfuc. 
efcQrtcd by a powerful body of cavalry, carried 
. the mandate of the GTeat*King for afTpnung the ti'H ulw 
govenixnent of Lower Aiia, and the conduA of 
tfie war. Having removed the only rival who bad ofi.osduil. 
intereft or ability to difpute this extenfive and 
hcmouiaMe coauniflion, his next care vrt# to find 
an ■•mbaiTy to Agcfilaus, which, inflcad of mdicat- 
ing ihc charader of a great general, (for fuch It- 
thrauilcs was ellcemcd in the Kail,) betrayed the 
mean and tcmporiling genius of hi'* wtirihlcfs pre- 
dcccffors. The ambafladors were inftnifted to 
drcla:.*, ** That Tilfaphemes, auihor of thofc 
troubles which embroilal Grei'ce and Perfia, had 
fuffered a juft death; and that the King, who* had 
been too long deceived by his aiiifices, was uow 
n aily to acknowledge the ind» 7 >eiidcnce of the 
Gretun colonie-S on condition that .Agtfdaiis wiih- 
dtew his troops from Afia.” The Spartan honcllly 
replied, lliat the alternative of war or peace 
driicndcd not on himfclf, but on the rcfolution of 
theaifcmblyand fenate; nor could he remove his 
forces from the Eaft without the exprefs command ^ 
of his rcpnbUc.” The artful fatrap, pcraivmg 
that it was impoffible for him to interrupt, d^cr- 
mined at IcaR to divert, the'court e of hollilities. 

None knew better than Tithrattes the ufe of 
money as an inftrument of negociaibn. He con- 
defccflded to purchafcfrom Agdilaus, by a very

His aOual wealth, and ancient 
honours, gave him a powerful influence over the 
numerous Ihubariahswho had followed the ftandard 
of Cyras and his own; and whofe difeoutnued 
fpints might eafily be inflamed into a fecond re> 
vok ITie commotion was general in LtlTor 
and, as Egypt had alrtady rebelled, Age- 
fllaus, at the head of about twenty thouland 
Greeks, and innumerable Barbarian allies, might 
entertain a very rational expccbidon to (hake the 
throne of Artaxerxes; cfpccUll) as the experiena: 
of his friend and admirer, Xi-nuphon, who was 
ftill the companion of lus arms, mull have power¬ 
fully encouraged him to that glorious enterprife ’■*. 
wJu'ii ara But an undertaking of which the fucceis, how'« 

probably have been fol- 
cii ir>.it.. lowed by any fohd advantages, beauie the diminu- 
tive territory and Canty population of Sparlaformed 
• a bafis far too feeble to fupporc fuch a wdght of 
conqueft, was blaftcd m the bloom of hope, by 
inteiligenra equally unexpected and dKlrcTsful. 
'luhraulies, who knew the power of gold over the

The {nrincipal mftniment of thi fe fecrct Mram 
ciations was, Timociatca d' Rliodi-s, a »««* 
intriguing and audacious fpiril, who carried adth kiiijti.ji 
hin. no htU a fiim than fifty tali-nis (atovc 
thoufand pounds ftcrling), whic'.i he diftributed, ^y. 
with laviih promifes of future bounty, loCyclon 
of Argos, to Timolaus and Polyanthts of C^iith, 
to Androclkks, Ilracnia-s and Ga!a\adorus of 
Thi'bes i names for the moft jiart oblcun* in the 
annals of war, but imix»rtaiil in ihe hitiory of do- 
meftic fo^on. The tyraiipy of Sparta was the 
perpetual theme of thefe venal hirelings not only 
in thtir refpeciivc commmiiics, bur in every 
quarter of Greece to whichlthey were fjeccflivcly 
carried wuh a mercenary diJigenci'. They piinted 
in the ftrongeft colours the injultice, the cruelty 
and the immeafurable amlntimi of that haughty 
republic, uho had msuie fddien! of her flan’*'. 
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CHAP that Ihe ml^ mAe flara of her alUeSt The 
^ AAViL^ defiradne and hnpioitB devallation of the &cred 
territory of Eiie ma ana^ined with erery term of 
reproadu The fiune calamides, it was propheiied, 
^ muft fbon ovorwhelni the nag^bouiing countries, 
unlefi they prepared (whUe it was y^ time to pre¬ 
pare) for a vigorous drience; fince Sparta purfued 
her conquefts in Afia with no other view but 
to lull the fecurity, and rivet the chains, of 
Greece*'. 

Motive* Strong as thefe inveftives may appear, and in- 
ag iljgy certainly were, they did not exceed 
null of the truth; and what is of more importance, they 
vw ^u. addreffed to men well difpofed to believe 
aioL than. Since the fubverfion of the Athenian 
power, the imperious government of Sparta had 
rendered her almnft alAe odious to her old, and 
to her new, confederates. The foimcr, and par¬ 
ticularly the Corinthians, Arcadians, and Achae- 
ans, complained with the warmth which jufticc 
gives, that, afttr lliaring the toHs and dangers of 
the Peloponncfian war, they had been cruelly de¬ 
prived of the fruits of vifiory. 'Ihe latter, and 
crpeciiilly fuch communidcs as had revolted from 
Athens, lanienteil that their blood and treafurehad 
been fpent in \.un. They had fojght for freedom 
and independence; but their valour had been re¬ 
warded by a more intolerable fer\iiude. Argos 
had long been the enemy, and Thebes afpired to 
become the rival, of Sparta. Above all, the

llie corQiptktn (f thofe morbiil humouR, which Citran. 
inuft foon have fermented of thcmfelvcs, was ac- 
culerated by the mercenary etiui&nei> of Ti- t«.iiapfd 
thrauftes. 'fhe occafion, too, feemed favouralde Irty*'*"^*** 
for affaulting the domcftic llrength of a ri'public, 
whofe amis were aiiuloufly employed in extctid- 
irg her didaitt conquefts. The ronduet of the 
Tlii'bans had already announced this defign. They 
not only refufed aflilbnco to Ageiilaus tuwanls 
carr)ing on his eaftem campaign, but treaud luoa 
without rcrpecl or decency, while he croli.d ihmr 
doiT-i- *ons; and, were not ambition blind, he muft 
have perceived and refented their hoUiliiv, and 
have delayed to undertake Ins ixpi-ditioii ag,uidt 
Afii, till he tiad extinguiOied the feeds of war in 
Crtecc. 

Hut, notwitliftandiiig the concurring caufes w hicli tii. .• nu- 

haili-ned a rupture, fuch was the tcrr«>r of iFie ... 

Spartan name, Lnercaied by the nceni glmy of ,t,, 
Agefliaus, that none ul her nutner.nii (.nenii'-s had 
courage openly to take arms and to'avow* their 
jult aniniofity. Alter \ariuus, but fecrct voiif.T- 
Liices, held in the principal citie-, it was deter* 
mined to wound that republic through her allies, 
the Phocians, who were dhlinguilheJ, aiiiidlt the 
very general difeontent, by their unlhakeii attach¬ 
ment and fidelity. The Locri OaoLe, a fierce

in the £uiie degree, % 'ihb aggreffion; but the 
Fhovians, «ho were the eaemies of the Lacri, 
took^anng to revenge, while the Thebuis, who 
w^ Uidr friends, prepared to abet,* thdr injulUce. 
They expe^cd, and their expectation was grati¬ 
fied, that the Spartans would quickly interfere in a 
quarrel that affixed the molt important intcrefts of 
their Pbocian allies;* a meafure which tended 
prcdfely to that ilTae which prudence and policy 
required, fince the Thebans would be compelled 
to ana in their uwn defence, and muit appear to 
all the neutral ftulcs of Greece, and even to their 
Lacedasoftonian enemies, to be undefignedly drag¬ 
ged into a war, not irum an indmation to commit, 
but from the uccellity to repel, bjurie:**'.

the Maleans, Horadeana* vrith ibtde whoinhahtted 
the villages of Dozis ami Mount Octa. ^ pene¬ 
trated into die Theban territory, gained X-ebadea 
by force, Orchomenus by addiefe, and prepared 
to aflault the, walls' of Hah'artus, which, next to 
Thebes, was the drongeft of the Boeotkn cties. 

Ti;e difficulty of this enterprife made him difpuch 
a nu-iTnngtsr to haften the arrivsd of Paofimias, the 
Spartan King, who h^ led forth fix thuuhiiidl 
PelopL'nnefians, to co-operate with this expari- 
uici.' conunaodar. The unfortunate mwffcogtf 
was trtKen by the icouts of the 'rhebans mid with 
him a letu.r, in which Lyfander had fignifiud his 
piirpofe, and appointed the time of n:nd>.zvoits 
uiili Fdufanias, tliat they might furprife lialiartus 
with ihidr combined forces’*. 

At the fame time tliat this ufcful miclltgcnce 
was brought to Thebei^ there arrived in tliat city 
a powerful reiaforcenient j||f Athenian troops, who, n.eo4lit 
though that own capital was unwaUed aid dt‘fcnc&> *" »***“ 
lefs, had been perfuaded by Thrai)bulus to brave 
die rcfcntnient of Sparta. To thefe generous 
auxillanes the Thcbans^minitted their city, their 
wives, thdi^ children, and Qx<ay objed of thdr 
moil rt»ndi>y concern; while the warlike youth. 
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aodalmoft «n thde of a xnffifary age, affemUedu 
complete aimour, deputecini ^ dead of mght, and 
performing a journey of fifteen miles with filence 
and celerity, readied, i^e it was yet dark, the 
gates of Haliar^ llidlr unexpeded arrival 
ftnick a pliafing terror into tho'r friends, who 
were aifeded ilill more deeply when they under- 
ftood the caufo of this noduml expedition. The 
Thebans difpelled thdr ftnir, and animated tlirir 
refolurion, hoping not only lo favc Haliartus, but 
to obtain a (ignal adviiitnge over the unfufpeding 
confidence of the afliulaiub. 

For this purpufe, thi^ font a ftrong diiachment 
to lie in ambufh without the walLs. 'llic relf, re¬ 
inforced by the townfmen, fonned thenifdvos in 
battle array, and flood to their arms, behind the 
gates. L)randcr arrived in the morning; but 
l^ufanias, who had mu nccivod his nii'fCtgc, Hill 
continued in tlu' ncighhi'urhood c»l Plattea. '] he 
foldiers, fluflud by rt'ceiu victur), difdaim-J to 
depend on the tardv motions of thdr auxiliai icb.

Agefilaus, 
by a rapid evolution, prqjared to intercept thtni, 
in order to fruflrato this dclign. The Thebans 
perceived thk movement, wheeled about, and 
marched in an oppfite direflion, that they might 
join, and rally their allies, who fled towards the 
mountains of Helicon. In the rencounter which 
followed, Xenophon is dirpofc-d to admire rather 
the valour, than the prudence, of the Spartan King. 
Inllcad of allowing the Thebans to pal^ (hat he 
might attack their rat and flanks, he boldly op.

of their wives and children, and then by the de- 
claratkm of the aflaflins, that Uiey intended nothing 
farther than to deliver the city fnmi traitors, the 
partifans of .Sparta and flavery. This abominable 
maflacrcinhcted Corinth with the plague of fedi* 
tion, which filently linked, or openly r.tgcd, in 
that unfortunate republic, during tin. 11'' following 
year*;. The Spartans :aid ^Argivc*s ailUli d their 
refpi-ctivc faiilions; Corinth was alternately fubj* cl 
to the one and the other, liut .ilways to a foreign 
power; and, of the tun Ci'iliitliian harbours, wliich 
were ciinrKlitei) as molt iiiipnrt.iiit divifions oi the 
capital, the l/cluciim uai long gariifoiied by the 
Spartans, while the Cenihrejc remained in pDlfeffion 
of the Arrives.

rodkm, yon have overlooked a great and gaming 
fou UL difonicr ««r«4- 
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c ir A p. diforder ttrhich threatens, like a peftilence, to mfe6I 
f and pervade Greece. The ambithm of the Olj'n* 
thians has incnafed with their jpower. B)' the 
voluntary fubmiiSon of the fmaller chic6 in their 
neighbourhood, they have been enabled to fubdue 
th more powerful. Emboldened by this acceffion 
of lhrength,^they have wrefted from^dic King of 
MacMonia his moft valuable provinces. They 
adually polfeTs Pcila, the greatefl city in that 
kingdom; and the unfortunate Amyntasns on the 
point of abandoning the remainder df his domi¬ 
nions, which he is unable to defend. Ihere I- not 
any community in 'I'hracc ca|able of refifting their 
progrefs. The independent tribes of that warlike 
but divided country, refpeft the authority, and 
court the friendfhip of the Olyniliians, who will 
doubtlefii be tempted to cKtetld their dominion on 
that fide, in order to augment the great revenur 
which they derive from thrir commercul cities and 
harbours, by the incxhauillble mines in mount 
Pangietis. If this cxteufive plan fhould be ef- 
fef\cd, w'hat ran prevent fhem from acquiring a 
decilivc fuperioiity by fca and land? and fhould 
they enter into -an alliance with Athens and 
'fhelK's (a mcafurc achtally in contemplation >, 
what will bcconu*, we fay not, of the hcmiiran, 
pre-eminence of Sparta, but of its independent’ 
and fafety ? The prefent emergency, thcm'i’n*, 
folidts, by every motive of intt^ft and of honour, 
the aflivity and valour of your republic. By 
yielding a fcafonaUe afTiAance to Acanthus and

Pclopidas had often COTferred wkh 
his ftdloW'fuSo'crs at Athens about the means of, 
retorning to thdr country, and reftoring the de¬ 
mocracy; cncoung^g them by the example of 
the patriotic Thrafybuluh, who, with a handful of 
men, had iffiied from Thebes, and clTedod a 
fimiiar, but ftill mmvdiffiiult, enterprife. While 
they fecretly deliberated on this important ohied, 
Mc lio, one of the exiles, introduced to ihcir iioe- 
tunial aflcmbly his friend Phyllidas, who had lately 
arrived frort Thebes; a man whofc cnterprifmg 
adtiviiy, lingular addrefs, and crafty Iwldiiefs, jullly

In Athens, tlie time and the niean« were ad- i-i i>inr 
jufted lor executing the confpinej. A body i f 
'J heban exiles airMpbled in the 'UtriaTian plain, oii t.. 
the frontier of Attica, where A.ven-', or twelve^*, 
of the youngcil and moll entetprifing, voluittarily 
odered tliemfelves to (|iter the capital, jind to cc- 
operatc with Fhylhdas in the dcftru 6 tion of the 
inagiftrates. The diftance between Thebes and 
Athens was about thirty-five miles. The cnnrjiini- 
tors had thirteen miles to march through a holhh 
territory. 'iLt. difguifed themfolves in the garli 
111 peafint.'!, arnved at the city towards evcnuig 
with nets and hunting pules, and pafied the gjt > 
without lufpicioD. During that night .ind the 
Aiccecding dayi the houfu of Charon, a w-wltitv 
and ruf{X‘d:d)lc citiisen. the friend of Phyltidas .lud 
a deternuned cnemv of the ariftoersev, ail'orded 
them a fecurc refuge, till the lavourable muinetit 
fuinmoned them to action. 

'Jhe important evening approached, when tin i < "'> 
aittul fecretary had prepared lik long-expeCled tn- j| ' V,'"] 
tmainment m the tieafury. Nothing had been n.i... 
omitU'd that could flatter die funfes, and lull the " 
activity of the mind ui a dream of plcafiire. Bnt^ 
a fccret and obfeure rumour, wliich had fpread in 
thecit)’, hung like a drawn dagger, over thi vo¬ 
luptuous jcys of the fefUvhy. It h.ui been d.i!kly

in the prefena* of the other magillrates. whnfe . 
anxiety had brought them from table, “ Who are 
thofe ftrangcrs faid to have arrived the other day, 
and to be now entertained in your family ?'* Charon 
had compofed bis countenance fo anfuliy, and re¬ 
torted the queltion with fuch well-diflembled 
furprife, as conlidf'rably quieted the fulidtude of 
the tyrants, which was totally removed by a uhif- 
pi.r of PliyluJas, ** That the abiurd rumour had 
doubtlefs beim fpread for no other purpufe but that 
of dilturbing thiir pleafures.'* 

They had fcarcely returned to the banquet, Tiicn>ew 
\\ hen For! une, *’ if ihe had taken pleafure to con- ’’ "* 
ftmiid the dexterity of Phyllidas, raifed up a new 
and mod alarming danger. A courier arrived 
in'in Atliiiis with every mark of haftc and m-pi- 
daiiun, dvllring to fee Archias, to whom he deli- 
Mrcd a letter Iroin an Athni^ magiftrate of the 
fi:ne name, his ancient fnend and gueft. Ibis 
li-tt<r revealed the confpiracy; a fecrct not en- 
iiuileJ to the mefTengcr, who had orders, how¬ 
ever, to requeft Archias to read the djfpatrh im- 
nndjately, as containing matters of the utmoll im¬ 
portance. But that carelefs voluptuary, whole 
thoughts were totally abforbed in the dream of 
expidfcd pleafure, replied with a fmile, '* Bufmefs 
to-morrow depofited the letter under the pil¬ 
low oi the couch, on which, according to ancient 
cullom, he lay at the mtertainment; and refumed 
his converfadon with Phyllidas concerning the 
ladies whom he had promifed to introduce. Mat-

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CHAP, tors were now come to a crifis } PhyUidas retired 
■ . for a moment j the conTplrators we^ put in mo- 

don } their weapons concealed under die flowing 
fwell of female atdre, and their countoiances over- 
Ihadowed and hid by a load of crowns and gar¬ 
lands. In this difguife, they were prefented to the 
ma^pilrates intoxicated with 'vnne and fully. 
At a given fignal, they drew thor daggers, and ef¬ 
fected thdr purpoie”. Charon and Mclb were 
the principal a£tom in this bloody fcoie, which 
was entirely dire£led by Phyllidas. But a more 
difficult talk remained. Lcontiades, with other 
abettors of the tyranny, ftili lived, to avenge the 
murder of their aflbeiates. The confpirators, en¬ 
couraged by thdr firft fuccei^ and conduced by 
Phyllidas, gained admiffion into their houfes fuc- 
ccffively, by means of the unfufpefled fecretary. 
On the appearance of difordor and tumult, Leon- 
tlades feized his fword, and boldly prtpareci for hia 
defence. Pelopidas had the mem of deftro^mg 
the principal author of the Thvt»n fervitude .uiJ 
difgrace.

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power. Every door was open to Phyllidas. ITie CHAP, 
captives, tranfported with joy and gratitude, in- , ^ 

They 
broke open the arfenals, and provided themfcircs 
with arms. The i^eets of Thebes now refounded 
with alarm and terror; every houfe uid hunity 
were filled with cunfufion and uproar; the inhabit* 
ant-; were iiniverTally in motion; feme providing 
lights, dtlien running in vnld difonlcr to the public 
pLv es, and all anxioully wilhing the return of day, 
that they might difeover the unknown caufe of this 
ncclumal tumult. 

During a moment of dreadful filencc winch in- l-i'*™"™- 
t^rrupted the -oife of fedidnn, a herald pro- 
claimed, with a clear and loud \oice, the death of r«iu. 
tli>- tyrants, and fummoned to arms the It tends of 
I.bi-rt) and the republic. Among others who 
i>li‘\i-d till W'.lcome invitation was Kpaiiuii'indas, 

• Pulyinnis,a youth of very extraordinary 

< liaratti-r; v.hn united the wirdum ol the fage, and 
the magnanimity I)f the hero, with the jiradm uf 
t''ery mild and gentle virtue; unrivalled in inii II'-c- 
tiial acquirementsand-in eloquence; in birth, valdur, 

.iiid patrlotifm, not inferior to IMnpidas, witli uhniii 
h'.- h'ld contracted an early friiiidfliip. 'I’he pnii- 
riple.s of the Pythagorean pliilolophy', which he 
had diligently lluJied under Lyfis of '1 aTcntiim, 
'iiidcrrd rpamiimndas averfe to engage in the 
confpiraev, left he might embrue his hands in 
civil blood’'. But when the fword was once 
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diavD, he appeared with ardour io defence of his 
, friends and country} and hisexampleivas followed 
by many brave and generous youths who had re- 
lufbntly endured the double yoke of domeftic and - 
foreign tyranny. 

The a}iproach of monung had brought the* 
Theban ei^es, in arms, from the Tbriafian plain. 
The panifans of the confpirators were continually 
increaled by a confluence of new auxiltarieb frcjm 
every quarter of the city. Encoinpaffed by fuch 
an invincible band of adherents, Pelopidas a::iJ 
his aflbeiatea proceeded to die maikct-place} funi- 
moned a general aflembly of the people; explained 
the ncceffity, the ob^d, and the extent of the con- 
fpiracyi with the umverfal approbation oi 
their fcllow^dtlzens, rcftorcd the demoenme form 
of government 

Kxpbhs of valour and intrepidity may be liif. 
covered in the hiftory of every natioii. But the 
revolution of Thdws difplayed nut Ids, wildoin of 
dcfign, than enterprifmg gallantry in execution. 
AmidA the tumult of aCUun, and ardour of vic¬ 
tory, the confpixators poflefll-d fuffident coohu-f, 
and foreOght to rtflett that die Cadmaea, or citadel, 
which was held by a Lacedxniuiiiiui garriiun of 
fifteen hundred men, would be reinforced, on the 
firft intclb'gence of danger, by the rrfentful a£livit) 
of Sparta. To antidpate diis alarming event, 
which muA have rendered the cunfequciices of the 
confpiracy incomplete and precarious, dwy com-

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manded the meflenger, ^hom, kunedbtdy after chap. 
the deftruftion of the tyrants, tHby had diipatched ^oox. 
to thdr fii^^ in the Huiafian pbin, to proceed 
to Athcn&j m order to canununkate the news of a 
revolution winch amid not &il to be highly agree¬ 
able to that flate, and to foHm the unmediatc 
atfilhnce of the Atlicniam, whofe fuperior (kill in 
die attack of fortified places was acknowledged by 
Greeks and Barlmrians. This meffage was attended 
with the moil felutary effcas. The acute difcem- 
mcni of the Athenians eagerly feized the precious 
opportunity of weakening Sparta ‘‘j which, if once 
neglccVd, might never return. Several thoufand 
men wari ordere'‘ to march; and no time was lofl, 

«irher in the pri yaration, or in the journey, fince 
they reached Thebes the day after Pclopidas had 
re-eilablilhed the democracy. 

The feafiinable arrival of thofe auKiliaries, whofe 
celerity exceeded the moft fanguine hopes of the 
'I’hebatLs increafed the aidour of the latter to oimp. 
gain the citadel. ITje evwtts of the fiege an* vari- 
.lufly relatedAccording io the moft probable 
account, the garnfon made a very feeble reiiftance, 
being •btimidated by the impetuous alacrity and 
enthufisfm, as well as the increafmg numbers, of 
the aflailauts, who already amounted to fourteen 
thoufand men, andrecrived continual acceflions of 
ftrength from the neighbouring cities of Ba-mia. 

Only a few days had dapfed, when the Loti'dic-

tan interell ilrongly foKrited their protefdon. At 
the firft alarm of fedition, thefe unhtqtpy men, 
with their wives and families, had taken refiigc in 
d»e citadel. The grc.«tcr part of them cruelly 
penfhed by the refentment of their countrymen j a 
remnant only was fayed by the humane inlerpofi- 
tion of the Athenians So jullly had Epaminon- 
das fufpeefed, that the revolution could not be ac- 
complilhed without the cffufioa of civil blood.

In the heart 
of a fevere winter, Cleombrotus, with a well- 
appointed army, entered Breotia. His prefence 
conhimed the obedience of Thefpise, Plataea, and 
other inferior immunities. He dpft*atfH fome 
ibaggling parties of the Thebans, repelled their 
incurfions, ravaged thrir terriiory, burned their 
villages, but attempted not to make any inipreflion 
on the well-defended ftrength of their city. After

the report flew to AthoLs, and the dtizens, mth 
their ufual .ilacrity, feized thdr arms, and pre* 
pa^ for a dgorous defence. The mad defign, 
and the iUll greater madnefs of Sphodrias, in ra* 
\aging the .country during his retreat, provoked 
the fury of the Athenian^. They iiniucdiatoly 
fiized the perfons of fuch Larvdiemonians as hap* 
pc’u d to refidc in their dty. They fent an em- 
tulTy to Sparta, complaining, in the moft indignant 
t«’nn.s, of the infult of Sphodrias. The Spartans 
difavowed his enndud. He was recalled and tried, 
liut fared from death by the authority of Agefl* 
laus. 'I'liis powerful protection was obtained through 
the ini^r Jlinn of his fon Cleonymus, the beloved 
coiii].am'>11 id .(\rchidamus, the fnn and fucceflbr 
of thi' Spartan King. Archidamus pleaded, with 
the mod Jt eloquence of tears., for the father of a 
ftiend, hib equal in ycarb and valour, with whom 
he itad been loag united in the mod afTcclionatc 
concord. Cleonymus declared on this occafion, that 
he Ihiiuld m ver difgracc the partial attachment of 
the ro)al youth; md illuftrious as Archidamus 
alterwards became, Xenophon aflirms, that his 
eat ly and unalterable luve of jCIeonymus forms not 
the ili.ide, but rather the faireft light, of his ami* 
able and exalted character'.

forces in order to diflodge them. Chabrias, wait¬ 
ing thtir approach, commanded bis troops to 
execute a new movement, udiich he had r^ently 
taught them fir fuch an emcigcncy. They fup- 
ported Uieir advanced bodies on their left knee, 
exuvided thw lluclds and fpears, and thas firmly 
maintained their ranks ^ Alarmed at the de- 
trnnined boldnefs of an unufual array, which 
feemed to bid him defiance, Agefilaus withdrew 
his army from the capital, and contented himfelf 
with catnffiittiug farther mages on the countiy.

He returned home, and omtlnued at Sparta dur- SiM-rri^af 
ing the following year, to be cured of Rs wounds; j'"" 
where he fulFercd the morlifyhtg repmachts of his 
adverfary Antalcidas, “ for teaching the Tlicbaas 
to conquer.” I’he generals who fucccedcd hun 
bad not bett (urcefs. Phoebidas, the original 
author of th' war, who had been appointed go- 
venuv of Thefpite, was defe-aied and flain, with 
the groateft pan of the garrifon ol that plan;. 
Pciopidiis, with his own hand, kilioii thr* S[tarl.in 
commander in the adicui at Tanagra ■, and in the 
pitched battle -i Tegyra, the Laa darmoniaus, 
though fuperitir in number, wcie broken and put 
to flight; a difgrace which, tho) reileded with 
fumiw, had never befallen them in any former cn* 
gagement.

Ceplidicnia. liven the iiles and citiu; mure re¬ 
mote from the frenc of this naval war, particularly 
the valuable ifland of Chios, ai>J the important 
city (if Byzantium, deferted their involuntary enn- 
iiecliun with the dcclitung iurtunc of Sparta, and 
once more accepted the dangerous alliance of the 
Atheniaas

Thefe hoflile operatioos, which weakened, with¬ 
out fubduing, the fpirit of the vanquiihed, were 
interrupted by the folicitations and bribes of the 
King of Perfia, who cameftly promoted the do- 
medic tranquillity uf Greece, that he might enjoy 
the adidance of its arms in crufhing a m w nb -l- 
lion in llgvjit. llis emifliuies met with equal 
fuLeefii in Athens and Spaita, which wer^ aliki 
wear) ol the war, the fonner having little mon- M 
hope, n.id the latter having every thing to fear, 
from ilx eontiiiuaiue. Many of the inferior 
dates, beii'g iiupiiul!v gnvenn'd by the refolves of 
thefe }>'Wilful 11['ubliLV. readily imitated their 
e\.tm|'ie : and io preeanuiis and niii'erable was 
the (•ijiJitiuii oi ilit-ni ail, in that diforderly 
pirii-d, that abiiit iv.'-nt) thouiiuid men abandoned

entitled him to the command of hh. ctmnirymin, 
which was unanimoufiy conferred on him. But 
the expedition produced nothing 'notthy of fuch a 
general, who in a few months remnieJ to Athens 
dirgufted with the ignorant pride, and fiothfiil 
timiihty, of the Perfian commander!, vihi* durll 
not undertake any ifiportant enterprife, without 
receiving the flow inftradions of a diiUul court *. 

Meanwiiilc the Thebans, who, elated by a flow ti.i ik. 
of unwonted profpority, had proudl) difn-gardetl 
the reprefentations of Artaxerxw, pmfited oi the ( 
temponury divcrlion made by the l'gypti.m war, to 
reduce fevc.'i inferior cities of Bu-'V.ia. 'I he 
walls of Thefpiie wore rafed to die gnmnd, 

Platie.i met with die lame late j and its iiiiulntants, 
after fuftenng the cnielieft iiidigiuiiei, were driven 
inti> baiiilhmeni. It might be exiiocted that the 
unfortunate txiies fliuuid have fought refuge in 
Sparta, whofe authority they had uiiiJ'.nnK .i<- 
knowledged, finee the diflion.iiti.ible jr. ue tJ 
Antakidas. But fo diliiinilar wue iIk l!uvlf.aiiu;;

memory of paft fm-ices, and the promife of fu¬ 
ture gratitude, previuled on the Athenian affemblyt 
nrho kindly received them into the bofom of their 
republic, and exprclTed the warmed indignatioa 
againft ih.'ir infolcmt oppredurs 
This «■>'• cling tranl^on thretfened to deprive 
the 'fhebiins of an ally to whom they were in a 
groat mcafuru Indebted fur thdr profperity. Their 
fubfequent conduct tended thill tarthcr to widen 
the breach. They marched trjiqps into Phocis, 
with au intention to reduce that country. They 
hoard with equd difdain, the rcmunAranccs of their 
fri^db and the threats of their enemies. Their 
imufual amigana* totally alienated the Athenians, 
who feemod finally diTpofed to conclude a lalUng 
peace with Spana, in terms of the treaty of 
Antalcidas, “ tliat their refpcctive garrifons 
{hould be withdrawn fiom foreign parts, and tin: 
communitk'', fmall ar well a& great, be pennitted 
to vnjiiy the indcpenileiu govenunent of their own 
equitable laws.” The intcrclt of the King of Perfia, 
Avho hill needed frefh fupplics to cmy on the 
Eg)ptian wai, induced him to employ his good 
uHietti tor promoting this (pedous purpofe; and a 
cunveiuiun of all the Hate's was fu.ninoncd to 
Sparta, wliither tl'.e Thebans ddgned indeed to 
fend a reprerentatboi but a repreliuiaiive, whole 
firmuefs mid magnaraiuit) were well fitted to 
fuHain and ele%'atc the alpiriiig pretenfions of iiis 
republic.

of hk depurtment,4bttHierior excellence in the 
martial ezerdfes pruKd by the Greeks, 

and efpedally by the Thebans, gained him die 
admiration of the mulritudcf; car, in other words, 
of tim legUlative affambly of his country. He had 
been fucceffively defied, during fix years, to die 
lirll dignity of ^ repul^; nest had the Thdians 
arer found reaibn tq repent thdr choice". Yet 
in the prefent emergency, whendi^ wcfe required 
to appdnt a deputy for the coaveotion m Sparta 
(the m^ important chugc with which zocf citizen 
could be entruffed), Pelopidas, with aU his merit, 
was not the nunifter whom ih^ thought proper to 
employ. 

Epanumndas, naturally hb rival, but always iiiicKi^ 
his friend, had hitherto^b^n contented wUh a fab> 
ordinate ftation: yet every office whi& he exer- 
cifed, whether in die dvil or military department, 
derived new iuilre from ids perfonal dignity.

Thebes was entitled to the fame prera- 
gadves over her dependent cides, which had an- 
dently acknowledged the power of her Kings, 
and had recently fubniitted%> the arms of her 
cidzens.” Agefilaos, inftcad of anfwcring direcUy 
a demand which could neither be granted with 
honour, nor denied with jaftke, afked in his 
turn, Whether it was the intendon of the The¬ 
bans to admit, in terms of the tmty, the inde¬ 
pendence of Boeoda? Epamiitondas demanded. 
Whether it was the intention of* Sparta to admit 
the independence of Laconia ? “ Shall the Bieo- 
dans,** frid the King, with emotion, ** be fn>e 
“ Whenever,*' replied Epaminondas, with firin- 
nefs, “ you' rellore freedom to the Laceda'iuo- 
nians, the Meffenians, and the oppreffed com¬ 
munities of Pcloponnefus, whom, under the name 
of allies, you retain in an involuntary and rigorous 
fervitude.”

• hich » The Spartans had been veakoied by the defec- 
thi'flltt'rf domiiuons, and dejeded by 

Sputa, unfortunate attempts to recover them. They 

had- been deprived of thrir prefcripdve honours, 
and had ferfakoi their hereditary maxims. Thdr 
andent and venerable lavs had in a gr«it meafure 
cealied to govern them'; and the feeds of thofe 
corrapdons were already fovm, which have been 
cenfured by pbilofophers and {buefmen with equal 
juftice and fitverity Nor were they expofed to 
the ufual misfortunes, only, of a d^enerate 
people; the inititutions of Lycorgus formed one 
condilent plan of legHIadon, which could not be 
pardally obferved and partially negleftcd. While 
the fubmiifive difdples of that extraordinary law> 
ghrer remained fadsded with their dmplicity of 
manners, thnr poverty, and thehr virtue, and had 
fcarccly any other objed in view, but to redd the 
folicitadons of pleafure, and to repel the encroach* 
ments of enemies, the law, wluch difeouraged a 
commercial intcrcourfe with fordgn nadons, and 
which excluded ftrangers, whatever merit they 
might ppiTcfs, from afpirlng to the rank of citizens, 
was an dtablilhment ftri^y comformable to die 
peculiar fpirit of the Lacedaemonian conilitudon. 
But when Sparta abandoned the dmplidty of her 
primidve became ambidous, uwalthy.

ftrument of power and conqueft, confiftency re> 
quired that (he (hooid have laid afide lur pre- 
tenHons to thofe occlufive honours which fhe no 
bi^ deferred. When (he rcHnquilhed the vir¬ 
tuous pre-enunence of her anceilors, the warlike 
inhabitants of Peloponnefus were not unworthy to 
be ranked with her cidzens; and by admitting 
them to this honour, (he would have gncnthcm 
an mtcreft in her viftorics, and rendered them 
wiilmg partiKTs of her danger. But, intbad of 
adopting this penerous policy, which pi ffibly 
mi^t hr\e rcn'''’red her what Rome, with more 
wiiUom indeeu., but not with more virtue nr 
more valour, afterwards became, the miftrefs of 
the world, (be inrreafed her pretSifions in pro¬ 
portion to the decline of her merit; ipumed the 
equality of a fcedewl union, to which the Pcio- 
ponnefians were entitled; deprived cvin the Lacc- 
dmmonians of their juft (hare in the govemmcni, 
and concentrated all power and authority within 
the fenate and all'embly of Sparta. A long courle 
of almoft uiunterrupted hoftilitics bad deprived her 
of the beft half of her citizens, whofe mimbei^» 
were continually dimiiulhing, wnthout the ptifli- 
tulity of ever being repaired} nor could it be dif¬ 
ficult to overthrow an empire which depended on 
the addreis and bravery of about four tiiuu&nJ 
wairiors, the fplendour of a great name, and the

neral, were the circutnftances and condition of 
thofc rival republics ”, when they were encouraged 
by their refpedlve chiefs to decide thdr pretentions 
by the event of a battle. 

In the intervsd of fev^ months, between the 
congrefs at Sparta and the invafion of Boeotia, 
Agefilaus and his ion Archidamus collefled the 
domcftic (Irength of their republic, and funimoiicd 
the tardy aid of their confederates. Sicknefs pre¬ 
vented the Spartan King from taking the fidd in 
perlbn j but his advice prevailed with the Bphori 
and fenatc, to command his colleague Clfom- 
brotus (who in the former year had omduded a 
ccmfiderable body of troops into PhocL<<, in order 
to repel the Thebans from that country) to inauh 
without delay into the hollile tcrriiorj, with affui- 
ance of being fpcedily joined b» .1 *X)wcrful rcin- 
ibrciment. 'I'hc rendezvous was ajipuinud in the 
plain of Leudra, which furrounded an obfeure 
\illagc of the fiune name, fituate on the Bojotian 
frontier, almofl at the equal dillancu of ten indes 
from the fca and from Flataea. The plain was en- 
compaffed on all fides by the lofty ridges of Heli¬ 
con, CithaeroD, ^uid Cynocephalx; and the vil¬ 
lage was hitherto ranar^tde only for the tomb of 
two Thtban damfcis, the daughters of Scedafus, 
who had been violated by the brutality of three 
Spartan youths. TTie dilbonoured females had 
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ended thdr difgrace by a voluntary death; and the 
afflided ^ther had imitated the example of their 
defpair, after imploring vengeance in vainftom 
gods and mai**. 

The Spartans and their confederates joined 
forces in this neighbourhood, after repelling a few 
Theban detachments wliich guarded the defiles of 
Mount Helicon. Thdr army amoomed to twenty- 
four thouftuul foot, and fixtecn hundred horfp. 
The Thebars could not muftcr half that ftrragth, 
afrer aflembling all their troops, nhich liad been 
fcattered over the fronder in order to eppofe the 
defultory irruptions of the enemy. Their cavalry 
however, neari’^ .‘quailed thofe trf the Spartans in 
number, and ftu excelled them in difeipUne and in 
^alour. Epaniinondns exhiurnd them lu march, 
and repel the invaders, if they would pm'cnt the 
deteCbon ufBoeotia, and avmd the dangm and 
difgrace of a fiege. They readily obeyed, and 
proceeded to the ncighboun’ng monniains, on 
which having encamped, tht'v obtsuneJ a command¬ 
ing view of the fivers in the plain. 

Haring heard an account of the fn|xTi.)r niim- 
Ivrs of the enemy, the Thebans ftill determined 
to give them bank*. But they were fi-iztd*with lerr'v 
and conilemation when they beheld the mafly extent 
of the Spartan camp. Several of the colleagues of 
Fpaniinondaa (for lie had no fewer than fix) were 
averfc to an engagement, ftrongly difluading the

diguments more rational prevailed -with their lead¬ 
en, of wliom the majonty at length ranged them- 
(divoson the fide of the Goieral. 

Vknap. ,,Before conducing thontobattie, Epamhiaiidas 

dfpSayed his confidence of eifibry, by pernutting 
br'feTi aU ib^ to retire, who other tfi&pproved his caufe, 
or 40(8 aicsfe iw-ihare bis dai^; a penniffimi 
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which4he TTiefinitt ftrft dxra^ht ffftiper to eni< CHAP. 
brace. The unwarSke crowd anebdants, whofe . . 

fervices were in time ci adton, grado^l^ 
leized die ilunc oppoitunitf to leave the camp, 
llie fweliu^ muhibide appeared ai| a fecotul army 
to the Spartans, who lent a pow^l detachmeM 
to oppofe them. The fear of bong cat offby the 
enemy threw them back on the Thebans, whole 
hopes were enSvened by the nhexpeded return of 
fuch a conuJerabW .rdiifi»*cannt. Thus encou* 
iag«d, they drtermined utunifflou^ to Hand by 
their admired chlcff. and cithtf to defend thew 
country, oi^to pmA in the attempt; and die 
ardour of the .rexipt c^aUing the Ikiil cf the 
g( 3 ieral, dpt' ouioii of fuch adnuitages rendered 
them invhidblf. 

Cleombrotus had idiTpoled ha forces in the fans piri«<fa- 
uf a crefeent, accor^ to » andent and favouriie 
pradice'of the Spartans. His catndry were pofted twUi Mt* 
m Iquadrona along the front of the i%ht wing, 
where he commanded m perfon. The alHei com* 
poled the left wing, ennduded by Arebidunus. 

Tl» Theban general, perceiving this Jifpufitiou, 
and fenfible that thu iifue uf the battle would <^ie6y 
depend on the domelUc troops of Sparta, dettir- 
mmed to clmige Vigoroufly with his left, in oi^r 
to feme or deftioy the perfun of Cleombrotus 
Ainkmg dut Ihould th» defign fucceed, the Spar¬ 
tans mult be difeouraged and repelled; and that 
even the aitempi muft occi^ gn»t difisrder in 
ihdr ranks, as the bihveft woiild haften, from 
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C I \ P. quarter, to defend the &cred peifon of 
-V-'-X their King. Having wfolved, therefore, to com- 
niit the fonunc of the day to the bravery of the 
left divifiun of his forces, he ftrengthened it with 
the choice Ilf his heavy*armed men, whom he 
drew up l.fiy deep. Ihe cavalry were placed in 
the van, to oppolc the Spartan horfe, whom they 
excelled in txpeiience and valour. Pelopidas 
flanked the whole on the left with the Sacred 
Band; who, deeming no particular fladon worthy 
of thdr prowefs, were prepared to appear m 
every tumult of the field, whither they might be 
called, either by an opportunity of fuccefs, or by 
the profpeft of diftinguiflied danger. The princi¬ 
pal inconvenience to which the Tliebans were tx- 
pofed, in advancing to the chaise, was that of 
being furrounded by the wide-extended arms oi 
the Spartan crefceni. This danger the gemra! 
forefaw; and in order to prevent it, he fpread out 
his right wing, of which the files had only fix 
men in depth, .ind the ranks proceeding in an cb- 
lique line, diverged the farther from the enein), in 
proportion as they extended in K ngth. 

The atliuii bigan with the cavalrv, which, on 
Li '.iri. Sp.irtan fide, confilled chiefly of luch hurfes as 
were kept lor pliaiure bv the richer citizens in 
time of peace; raid which, proving an unequal 
match fur the dilciplined valour of the Thebans, 
were fpec'dily broken, and thrown back on the in- 
f.mtry. 'ITidr repulie and rout occafioned con- 
fiderablc diforder in the Lactdscmonian ranks,

haughty and tyrannibd republic. Yielding, thae> 
fore, to tile nec(%ty of this mifenble junOure, 
the Spartans fent a herald to crave their dead, and 
to acknowledge the vidory of the Thebans 
Befor|^they found it convenient to return home, 
the hital tidings had reached thdr capital; and, on 
this memorable occafion, the Spartans ekhibited 
that ftriking peculiarity of behaviour, which na- 
turally refulted f^pm the inllitutions of Lycurgi’s. 
Availing himfelf of the extraordinary rcTpeft which

uncultivated nations bellow on military courage, 
in preference to all other virtues and accompliih- 
ments, that legiflator allowed to the man who had 
loll defenfive aipour, or who bad fled in the 
day of battle, but one melancholy alternative, 
more dreadful than death to a ^erous mind: 
The unfortunate folther was either driven into per¬ 
petual banilhment, and fubje£led .to every indig¬ 
nity which, in a rude age,' would naturally be in- 
flided by the r^mtment of neighbouring ^and 
hollile tribes; or, if he fubmitted to remain at 
home, he v% excluded from the public alTeaiblies, 
from every office of power or honour, from the 
proteffion of the laws, and almoll from the fociety 
of men, without the fliadow of a hope ever to 
amend his condidon. The influence of this Hem 
lavf, which had feebly operated in the held of 
Leuftra, was illidlrated in a very ftriking manner, 
after that unfortunate battle.

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The meflenger of bad news arrived, while the C*M A P. 
Spartans, aca»riing to annual cuftom, were cde* ***' . 
brating in the mooih of July, gymnaiUc and Smpihr 
muiical entertainments, and uivdking Heaven to 
prefcrve the. fruits of the approadung autumn. i>|iiiiiu 
Being introduced to the Ephori, he infimned than 
of the public difaller. Thefe magiftriues com* 
manded the felUval to proceed; fending, however, 
to each family a lift of the warriois whom it had 
loft, and enjoining the women to abftaiii from un¬ 
availing lamentations. Next day, the fatheta and 
other relation^ of fuch aa had periflied in the fieki 
ot battle, appeared in the jniblic places, da'ir.<d in 
their gayelt attJr , fainting and congratulating cacli 
< 1 *.^^ on the bravery of their breihr«i or children. 

But the kinfmen of thofe who had faved thcmfelves 
b\ a (hameful flight, cither tvmaiiKd at home, 
bn coding in fdence over thnr dotncftic aflliflion, 
or, if thc.^' ventured abroad, difeovered evety 
fyinptoni of unutterable anguiih. 'Flicir perfons 
were fluinefully neglefted, their garments rent, 
their arms folded, their eyes fixed iiiimovtahly 
unth^greuikl; expecling, in humble rcfignatiijii, 
the fentence of ciemal ignominy ready to be 
denounced by the magiftrates againlt the un- 
worthy taufes of their forrnw**. But un this 
critical emergency, the rigour of the Sjwrtaii 
difeipUno was mitigated by Agefihus, whom the 
number and rank of the criminals dctemsl from 
infliding on them the merited jpunlflimem. Ho

ti‘ If <i (if travagantly praifed by many writers, as preferving 
the authority of the laws, while it fpared the lives 
of the citizens. But a-., on the one hand, we 
cannot difeover the admired fagacity of Agefilaus 
in ddpenfing this ad of lenity; fo, on the othiT, 
we cannot condemn as imprudent, the ad itltlf, 
which the prefent circumftances of his country 
rendered not only expedient, but iicceffary. If 
Sparta had beai the popiiJimi capital of an e.'i- 
tenfive territory, the lives of three hundred ciiizciis 
might, perhaps, have been ufclully faLriliccd to 
the honour of military dilcipline. But a com¬ 
munity exceedingly fmali, and actually weakened 
by the lofs of tour hundred menibt rs, could fcaia-ly 
have rurvi\ed another blow equally deltruCtive. 
No diftant profped of advantage, therefore, could 
hare jultilied fuch an unfealoiiable feverity.

Ihe ancient and illullrious merit of the Spartans, Vir«n of 


thrir important fervices. during the IVrfian war, 
and the fame of thdr laws and difcipline, whicli ' 


Ibll rendered diem a refpeftabie branch of the 
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Gredan confedensc}', m^ht bare a confiderableiiw 
Suerfce in produdng tliis refoludon. But it chiefly 
proceeded from a jcaloufy of the growing power 
of lliebes, the fituation of whofe territoria imght 
fooh render her a more formidable adverfary to 
Athens, than even Sparta herfelf. This political 
confideration for once prevailed over a d^p-rooted 
nadonal antipathy. The I'hcban herald was not 
received with refpeef, nor even with decency. He 
was not entertaned in public, according to the 
eftabliibed hofjntality of the Greeks ; and although 
the fenate cf the Five'Hundred (which ufually an> 
fwered foreign ambafladon.) was than aflembled in 
the citadel, he was allowed to return home with¬ 
out receiving the fmalleil fatisfafUon on the fob- 
jecl of his demand. But the Athenians, though 
unwilling to fecond the r^entment, and promote 
the profperity of Thebes, prepared to derive every 
poflible advantage from thp misfortunes and diftrifs 
of Sparta. Convinced that the inhabitants of 
Peloponnefus would no longer be inclined to 
follow her (landard, and lhare her danger and 
adverfity, they eagerly feized the opportunity 
of delivering them for ever from her yoke; and, 
left any otltcr pctiple might attain the rank which 
the Spartans once held, and raife their own ini- 
purtance on the ruins of public freedom, ambaf- 
iadors were fent fucceifively to the fevera! cities, 
requiring their refpefkive compliance with the 
treaty of Antalddas. Againft fuch as rejected 
this overture, war was denounced in the name of 
Athens and her allies; which was declaring to ail 

Greece, 
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Greece, that the battle of Leafin h^ put the 
balance of power in her hands, and that Ihe had 
determined to check the andniion of eroy rqtublk 
whofe wews were too aTf^g **. 

Difappointed of afliilance from Athens, the 
lltebans liad recourfo to an ally not le& powerful. 
Ihe extcnfite and fiTtile territory of Theflaly, 
nhich had been fo long weakened by divifion, 
was fortunately united uilder the government of 
Jafm of Phera-, a man ubofe abOitica and enter> 
prifing ambition Teemed deftined to change the 
face of the ancient world'*'. To the native virtues 
of hoipitriliiv and magnificence, which peculiarly 
diftlnguifhed his L ■ •••I'y, Jafunaddedindefaiigtblc 
lobo'ar and invincibli' courage, w*ith a miud cap.i. 
ble to ennr' ive the luhiell defigns, and a character 
rudy to promote them by the meancil artifices’. 
His family defeended from the ancient kings of 
the heroic ages, and funned the wcalthiefl: houfu 
in Pherx, which hod already attaimHl confidcrablo 
pre-oiiiineiice over the neighbouring cities of 
Theffaly. IJy contrivances i-xtremly unworthy 
of that greatiiefs to which they frequently condad, 
Jafon deceived his broiheri. and kinfnun } and a]. 
proprlated almod the fulc uTe of his diim'‘itic 
opulence. With this, be liired a well-appuniiid 
body of mercenaries, by whofe afTiiLuice he ac¬ 
quired greater authority in Phene, than any fonner 
general or king had ever enjoyed But tho go- 
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C H A P. Tcrnment of a Angle dty could not fetisfy his 
. alpiring mmd. liy Antagem, by furprife, or by 
force, he exti.'ndu'ci hLs dominion over the richeft 
parti 111 'IVffaly, and was ready to grafp the 
whole, «hjn his defigns were obftrufted by the 
powerful oppofuion of PoIyJamas the Pharfa- 
lian ■*. 

niiurii.i- to Phi'ia.* andLariiTa, Phaifalus was the 

largt’ft and moll llourillung rily in that northern 
Hk.i;.L. di\ifion<'f Greece. Bur the inhabitants, diftracted 
by iaaiuns, exluufttd their ftrength in civil dif- 
cord and {> dition, until a ny oi wifdom illuminat¬

At a conference which was held between them 
u' ln ^ Pharlalus, where Jafun had come alone and 

tiling unattended, the better to gain the conAdence of a 

generous adverfary, the Phersan difplayed the 
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magnitude of his power and rcfourccs, which it chai^ 
feemed impoffible for the weakncfs of Phirfalua to 
refill; and promifed, ‘that on furrcndering the 
citadel of that place, winch inuft otherwifc fuon 
yif’ld to force, Polvdjinas iliould enjoy in '1 hvlfaly 
thc fccond rank after himfelf; that be would re¬ 
gard him as a frcnd and ndlcague; nor ci'uld there 
remain a doubt that tluir united labour^ might 
raill* their Li'inmon countiy to that ilatkin in 
Orvc-j wliiih it had been long entuKd to hold.

I^hrf- wsgiftratw not only to undertake the expedition, 
lAitanw but to undertake it with vigour; for if they ex- 
fo oj)pofe the forces of Jafon by their un- 
K.Q. 310 . difcipiined peafants, or half-armed flaves, they 
would infallibly brin|^ difgracc on thenifelves, and 
ruin on thur confederates. The Lacedemonians 
were deeply engaged in the 'fheban war, which 
had been hitherto carried on unfucccfsfully. lliey 
prudently declined, therefore, the ins'itatinn of 
Polydanms; who, returning to Theffaly, held a 
fecond ccmferencc with Jafon. lie ibll rofufed to 
furrenJerj the citadel, but promifed to ufe his bell: 
cndcavoui% from making the Plnu-falians fubmit of 
their o\mSiccord; and uifered his only fon as a 
pledge of hts fidelity. Jafon accepted the oScr, 
and, by the 'influence of Polydamas, was foon 
afterwards declared captain-general of Pharfalus 
and all Theflaly; a modeft appdlation, under which 
he enjoyed the full extent of royal power ". 
iiKidmU his reign by adjufting, with equity 

raUedirci- and prcciflion, the proportion of taxes, and the 
3*^'’ contingent of troops, to be raifed by Ihe feveral 
cities in his dominions. The new levies, added 
to his (landing army of mercenaries, amounted to 
eight thou&nd horfe, twoity thoafiind heavy-

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armed foot, and ilch a*body of Ui^ctecrs, as no CHAP, 
nation of antiquity could match'*'. But numbcn , ^ 

formed the l^ft adiantagcous diftinclion of the 
army of Jafoii. F.vcry day he exercifed his troops 
in pcrfon; difpcnfed regards and puniihments; 
calhiercd the flotliful and eficininate; honoured 
the brave and diligent with double, and liinivtiincs' 
treble pay. wiih large donatives in money, and 
with fuch Ollier prefentsas peculiarly fuiled thiir 
rerpcclivc talles. By this judi«.ious plan of mili¬ 
tary adminiftration, the fulJiers of Etfon bucanie 
alike attached tii their duty, and to tlie perlun of 
their g-neral, 'vhofe ih'iidard they were ready to 
follow into any part oi the viorld . 

He began his military operations by fubduing a)i>i rajua 
the Dryope-^', the Dolopiaius and tlu other 
fmall but warlike tribes, inhabiting the long%id 
intricate chain of mounts Oeia and Pmdus, which 
lorm the foiuherii fronti'T oi 'Ihi.flalv. 'Ihen 
turning noiihua!d<>, he ilruck tiimr into Mac*., 
don, and compelled Aniyntas to hi come his.ill}, 
and mod pii'buUy hU tributary. 'Ilius lorlifud • 
on both Tides, he • retaliated the inroads of tli'- 
Phociatis who had long proiiied of the divilioti', 
and infultcd the vveakners, oi hib country; and by 
conquering the fmall and uncultivated dillrli.t of 
Bpirur, which then formed i barbarous priuci-

'in confequence of which he was invited to join 
their arms, after thdr memorable victory at 
Leudra. 

The Th<>fialian prince accepted the invitation, 
though his defigns refpeding Greece were not yet 
ripe for execution. He was a£lua!ly engaged in 
war with the Phocians, of which whatever might 
be the pretence, the real objo£I was to obtain the 
fuperintend^cc of the Delphic oracle, and the 
adminiftration of the ficred treafure. To avi-id 
marching through a hoflilc territory, ho order'd 
his gallics to be equipped, as if he had inronded to 
proceed by fea to the coail of Boeotia. His ^a\.il 
preparations amufod the attention of the Phocians. 
while Jafon entered their country with a bc>d\ nl 
two thoufand light horfe, and aJ\anced with (urh 
lapidity that he was every where the firft medl-ni^'T 
of his own hoftilo appniach. 

By this uiifual cilerity, he joined, withimt iii< 
countering any rbflade, the army of the Thil .ns 
who were ci-caiiipcd in the iioighbourhood -d 
Leucira, at no great diibnre truin the en-iin. 
Inftead of an auxiliary, Jafon thought it more 
fuitable to his intereft to acl the part of a mediator. 
He exhuited the 'ilicbans to relt fadsfied with the 
aJ\antagcs which they had already obtained, with¬ 
out driving their advcifaries to defpair; that the 
recent hillory of their own republic and of Sparta, 
(hould teach them to remember the viciflitudes of 
fortune. The Lacedxinonidns, on the other 
hand, he reminded of the difference between a

munt or thmr grecUnen>; that they ihould jield to 
the fatality ol circumilances, and watch a more 
favourable opporrmuty to reftorc the tanuihej 
luflrc of thdr arms. Ills ai^gumtmts prevailed; 
hoftilltics were fid]xiul(‘J; the tenns of a peace 
were propofed and accepted: but it is remarkable, 
that the Spart.iiis and their allies had fo h.tle con¬ 
fidence in this luddi-n negoruttiun, that they de¬ 
camped the night iollowing, and continui'd to 
march hom.’ward, with the diP.'gence of dilliuft 
and fear, until i' ; got cntirel) beyond reach of 
the Thebans 

Jafnn l.ad not. pn^bly, more coniidi nee in a 
treaty h.ilUly CMiicluJei .1 bctweim f ■ "-5, whf)fe 
n-fentnv'iits were irnuted and inflainc;d by lo 
manj niiitual injuries cdTercd and relorn-d. No¬ 
thing could ha\e been more ctuitrary to his views 
than a fincere and lafling pi-ace betK.een thele 
powerbi! republics; but, as this was ii-it to be.ip- 
prehended, he wifln-d to obtain the n-putaiioii of 
apptafmg the dilTenfions of Grei*ce; a rreum- 
Ilancc of great importance to the accuinpldhinent 
of his own lofty defigns. 

In his return home, he demoliflied the walls of ii^ • m. 
Ileraclea, a town fituatc near the ftnuts of'I’lier- 
niopyla:; not fearing, fays his biflorian tl..it ni.i;'i ..t 
any of the Greek ftates fhould invade his do- | 
minions from that fide, but unwilling to leave a u.r.,^

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CHAP, place of fuch ftrength on his frontier, which, if 
i feized by a powerful ndghbour, might obftrud; 
his paflagc mto Greece. Thither he determined 
to ret\im at the celebn^n of the Pythian games, 
at which he meuit to claim the right of prefiding, 
as an honour due both to his piety and to his 
power. He commanded, therefore, the cities and 
villages of ThciTaly to fatten iheep, goats, fwine, 
and oxen, and propofed honourable rewards to 
fuch diftrifts as furnifhed the beft vi^ims for the 
altars of Apollo. Without any burthenfomc im> 
pofition on his fubjefls, he collected a thoufand 
oxen, and, of fm^ler cattle, to the number of 
ten thoufand. At the fame time he prepared the 
whole military ftrength of his kingdom by wnofe 
aftiftance, ftill more cifcdually than by the merit 
of his facrificc, he might maintain his pretenftons 
to the fuperintendence of the games, the direftion 
of the oracle, and the ^miniftraiion of the facred 
treafurc, which he regarded as fo many previous 
fteps to the conqueft of Greece and Afia. But, 
amidil thefe ambitious dreams, Jafon, uhilc review¬ 
ing the Fhcraean cavalry, was ftabbed by fevt'n 
youths, who approached him, on pretence of de¬ 
manding juftice againft: each other. Two of the af- 
faftins were difpatched by lus guards. Five mounted 
fleet horfes, which had been prepared for their ulo, 
and efcaped to the Grecian republics, in which they 
were received^ith univerfal acclamations of joy, and 
honoured as the faviours of their country from the 
formidable power of an emerpriftng and magmini- 

moub 
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mous tyrant^*. The projefls and the empire of c H A P. 
Jafon periflied with hlmfrif; Thel&Iy, a.s we (hall ^ ^ 

have occafion to explain, relapfed into its former 
(bte of divifion and weaknefs: but it is the bufi* 
nefs of hiftoty to relate not only great adions, but 
great defigns; and even the dehgns of Jafon an- 
ncc the approaching downfad of Grecian free*

The 
hifiory of this lalt fbgc oi tumultuous hberty com¬ 
prehends the bloody, but indecifne wars, which 
tvhaullcd Greece during eleven >e.irs that inter- 
acned between the battle of Leuctra, and the ac- 
ceflion of Philip to the Macedoni.iii thi'one, to¬ 
gether with the acHvi re.j,!! ot that prince; a ine- 
morablc peri><d of tweoty-iwo ycais, illuiuinati'd by

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iho fucccfs and glory of Matedon, and clouded by CHAP, 
the difgraco and ruin of th*r GroLian rqiublics. , XXXI. ^ 
The uncxpi'vlid rlue of the batiL* of Lfudra Tumuiit 
was doubly prejuJidal to the Sparun^, by wcakiu- *"•* 
mg their own coufLduratj, and ftrcngthctiing tlut 
of ihcir cnemii s. In lofs than two years aftjr that > '' ■‘•'•r 
important evi-nt, ilie alliance in PtloimnnefuN, otir 
which Spait.i had fo long inaindiinod an afcaidant, 
was totalU .'aifi-Ui'd, and mult citio'i had cl'.an!:i d 
not only thiir for.-iiin connections, but ihinr d>)- 
ineftn* lia.s and guvcrnmciii. During llu* fame

Fourteen hundred were ba- 
xAJu. mfli ed from Tegea; "two thoufand * were flain in 
Argos; in many places the contending iadions 
alternately prevailed; and thofe who, in die firft 
encounter, had got poflcffion of the government 
and the capital, were ibmetini^ attacked ’ and con> 
quered by the numerous fugitive, who formed a 
camp in the adjoining territory. The Manti- 
naeans, alone, feemed to ^veaded wifely. With one 
accord, and with equal dilligense, they laboured to 
rebuild thdr walls, which the iniolence of Sparta 
had donolilhed. The work was foon brought to 
a conclufion; uid the Mantmseans, united in one 
democracy, fully determined thoiceforth to prC' 
ferve the flrength of their city, which appeared nc- 
cel&ry to msuntmn thdr political mdependoio;. 

The fxiiH ;|^either the Thebans nor the Spartans iinme- 
Svut*. diately interfered’ in this feene of diCorder. The 
former found fuffident employment for thdr arms 
and negodatbns in the northern parts of Greece; 
and the latter were fo much humbled by their de* 
feat at Leudra, that they contented thonfelves 
with preparing to defend the banks of the Eurotas, 
and to repel the eiqicded aifault of thdr ca{^l. 
For this purpofe'they had armed the ijgcd and in* 
hrm, who were le^ly exempted from military

facred and civil offices as are deemed moft ufefiil ' 
m fodety; and, as their bft refource, they talked 
of giving arms to the Helots. But the convul* 
fions of Ptdoponnefus foon fupplied them widi Idk 
dangerous auxiliaries'. The incenfed partifans 
of ariftocrac%. uho had been expelled from Ar- 
golis, Achai:, and Arcadn, had rccourle to tin* 
molt ancient and diltinguiOiLHl patrons of ilnir 
political principles. Encouraged by this ioafun. * 11 .-.i. 
able nintorcemLnt, the Spartans fet at defiance > 
the Tlieban nr Ion, |||| which they had been lo 
long threatened, and lent a confiderable detach- >-nrhir 
ment tn recover thdr loll authority in Arcadi.i. 

But it was the fate of Sparta, to regain nciihiT in 
that, nor in any otlur Hate of the Pcloponncfus 
the iniluence which (he had lofl in the field of 
Leuctra. Folytropos, who tximmnnded lur allies 
in this expedkioD, was dcfeited ami ll.im in the 
firft rencounter with the Arcavlianc, .ird I.iciunt-des, 
thdr intrepid and m<ignanimous leader. Nor did 
Agefilaus perform any thing decilive againlt 'he ' 
enemy, lie W3.s contented with ra\aging ihi \il- 
lages and delightful vallies of Arcadia, in which he 
met with little refiilance from the inhabitants, w^o 
declined an engagement, until thej (hould be 
jdned by the Theban confederacy, wliofe affillance 
they had feat to folidt, and had juft reafun to ex- 
peel*.

. the Arcadians, who formed the fourth divifion (rf 

. the arm)', attempted to travWe the diftrid Scirids, 
the brave Ifchilas, who guarded that important 
pafs, determmed to repel them, or to periih. The 
example of Lemiidas at Thermopylae kindled a 
generous enthufiafm in the breaft of this gallant 
Spartan. The numbers of the /Orcadian levies fo 
hr exceeded his own. that deadi feemed the furc 
reward of his courage. Yet he exhorted all thofe 
to decline danger who were not amlntious to ihare 
it. He even commanded the youth to leave his 
camp before the engagement, deeming th«r livw 
too predous to be ri&ed in fo defperate an enter* 
prife. He, with the old foldiers who followed 
him, chofe the prefent opportunity to meet a 
glorious death in defence of thdr country. But 
thdr lives were fold dearly. The aftion was long 
doubtful} the lols of the Arcadians great, nor did 
the battle ceafe till the lafl. of the Sjiartans had 
fallen 

Peva/b- lltc confederates having foon after afifembled at 
ScllaTia, the plaice of rendeavous, marched forward 
to Sparta, burning and ddtroying all before them. 
During five hundred years Laconia|^ad not ex-c 
perienced a fimilar calamity. The guards who 
defended the dty were thrown into conftemation. 
The women were terri^ed by the fmoke and 
tumult raifed by the invaders; a fpefbcle, con-

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cening which it had been thdr ufual boaft, that chap. 
diey »lone of ail the Gtectan females, had never 
beb^ it in their ^adve land. Alanued by the 
danger which threatened them, and, which they 
were feniible of their own inability to re{>el, the 
Spartans embraced the doubtful expedient of giving 
arms to their peafams and Haves, whom ihey com* 
inonly treated with fuch an excefs of cruelty. Nut 
lefs than fix thoufand of thefe unhappy men were 
engaged, by threats or promifes, to tmdertake the 
relufkant defence of the proud tyrants, whum they 
detefted. Their formidable numbers increafed the 
general paiiic, h had feized the magiftraii'S and 
citizens, and whitii did not finally ccafc until the 
arrival of a powerful body of men from Corinth, 

Phlius, Epidaurus, and Pallenc*; cities which, 
though the) had ever oppofed the deff>oHfm^ wov 
unwilling to permit the dejtru&im of Sparta. 

This feafonable iwnforceipent not only removed \ 
the conftematiun of the Spartans, bur made them 
pafs with rapidity from the depths of derpondciirv 
to the triumphs of hoped fuccefs. 'I1ic kings and 
magillrates could fcarcely reftrain their im{)ctuofiiy 
from riifhing into the field; and this martial enthuii- 
afm, guided^ the confuminate prudence of Agefi- 
laus, enableiTthcm to repel the firfi aflaults of the 
enemy, and to convince them that ewery fuccceding 
attempt to get poltelfioB of the dty, mull be attend* 
ed with fuch fatigue, and danger, and lots of men, as 
could not be compenfated by the attainment oi that 
ofajeft. 'fhe condud of Agefilaus, during this cri> 
tic^ emergency, has been highly extolled by ail 

wriuni, 
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CHAP, writers ", and never beyond its merit. By a wcU 
^xxxL j-outrived ambufh in the temple of the Tynda- 
rida:*', he defeated the deflgns of the alTailants: 
with lingular prefeiice of mind'^ he quelled a 
dangeroub mfurreftion; and while, by force or 
llratagem, he overcame the united efforts of do> 
mcllic and foreign eneinii^, he ncgociated the moft 
powerful afliflance for the relief of his country. 

Th< Spji- Immediately after the battle of Lcuclra, the 
fan- ml Athenians had declared their refolution to renew 
n.y and confirm the treaty of Antalcida.*:, which, though 
a- Aiiiii.s it dnnmilhed the grandeur, )ct fccured the tnm- 
'* quilhty of Greece, and presented the weaknefs of 
any one republic from falling a prey to the ambition 
of another. But notwithftanding this declaration, 
which was univcrfally approved by their neigh¬ 
bours, they had, either from refentment tn- from 
policy, remained above two years fpectarors of 
the decline of the Lacedemonian, and the growth 
f)f the Theban league. Whatever uneafinefr might 
he ociJionc'd b) the increafmg ilrength of their

The emiflaries of Agefilaas wliofe fuperior mind '. <• 
hail airum(‘.l difbtorul power amidft the diitrefs of '1-., 
his countr)', fti ..t the fevour.ible qiportuniry lo 
iirtjc, with the Ath«ilans, many motives of achop, ‘ 
which feldom operate amidft the cold Hfclefs pidhiLs 
of modern times. They todc nodcii that fh» 
Athenians and l^accdsmonians had often niurisjSiv 
aflifted lach other in fcafons of cliArcfs and tint 
the mnft glorious sera of their ftory was th.ti in 
wliich the two republic:, had united tlrir mum IK 
and meafures againft a rommon enemy. 'Jhit, 
when the fpirit of rivality and ambition had un¬ 
happily divided Greece, and the Atheniini wen* 
expufed to the calamities of a long and iiiii- 
war. they been protefted by the huniaiiii) of 
Sparta agahiA the implacable rage of ihe 'lhi'b.v'', 
who wiflicd to demoBlh the city of Athens., and re 
reduce ite territorv to the barren (bUtude of the 
Criflean plain. That, by the moderation of Span a. 
the Athenians had not only been faved from th. 
vengeance of foreign enemies, but delivered from 
the vukc of domcAic tyrant^, and the cru I <\) annv

^ deferved the re^md of gratitude; the hereditary 
renoW of Athais ui^ her to proted the ndfer- 
ahle; and juHice drananded that ihe Ihoold afimt, 
and maintain^ the ccHuhtions of a recent traty, 
which ihe herMf had propofed, and which the 
Thebans, after aaept^, h^ fo manifeftly vio¬ 
lated..

and infpired Lycomedes with an ambition which 
he eafily commnnicated to tus countrymen. He 
told than, “ITiai they wore the moft ancient, 
the molt populouR, and furely not the lead war¬ 
like community in Feloponnufus; but that they 
had hitherto rubefied to profit of the advantages 
which Aey enjoyed. In the memorable war of 
twenty-fisven yeais, Aey had jthied with the La- 
cedaemonians,. whom Acy l|wl raifed to an autho¬ 
rity, of which Ae Arcadsina, as well as the reft 
of Greece, felt Ae intolerable opprelEon. That 
of late years they had adfed wiA Ac Thebans, 
who, by tbeir alliilance. chiefly, had attained a 
very alarming degree of power, which Acy oc* 
calionally exerted or remitted, as fuited their own 
conveniaicc, without the fmalfeft regard to Ae 
intereil of their confederates. If this power Aould 
be increafed, ought not the yolm of 'fliebcs be¬ 
come as grievous as Au of Sparta f ,It was time 
for Ae Arcadians to know thor own wonh; to 
difdain foUounng Ae ftandard of.any foreign 
Hate; and not only to vmdkate Adr fre^om, but 
to claim Aar jidl pzwcminaice.** .The aflembly 
applaud^ the manly ** rdblution of Lycomedes ;

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CHAP, their fituatkm on the fouthem frontier of Arcadia^ 
^ . were moft expofed to the incurfions of the enemy, 

fonnd means to execute a dellgn faid to have been 
fonnerly Aiggefted by Epaminondas. They aban< 
doned twenty fti^gling and defcncelefs villages ; 
and choofing an advantageous fituation in the 
centre of thdr territory, ere£ted a fortrefs there, 
winch they furrounded vrilh a Arong wall. The 
botefit of fecority attrafled new inhabitants ; the 
walls were extended; the place acquired the mag¬ 
nificent name of Megalopolh; the laft city buiit 
by the Greeks, while they preferved the dignity of 
independent government 

Rf%.4u- The temporary fuccefe of the Spartans under Ar- 
TiidUy. chidamus, which is generally aferibed to the valour 
of that commander, was principally occafioned by 
the withdrawing from Peloponnefus, at a very 
critical junaure, the numerous army of Thcb*-*:, 
which was at that time calledjoortbwiird, in order 
to take an important and honourable part in the 
affairs of Macedon and Theffaly. Sbee the atro¬ 
cious murder of the heroic JaTon, the latter kingdom 
had been ailli^cd by a ccmtinual trab of crimes 
and difbrdcrs. Jiift gratitude and rcipeft towards 
the inebbry of thdr generous and warlike chief, en¬ 
gaged the 'rhcffalLms to perpetuate the honoura of 
his funily. He was fucccedcd by hu brotherb Po- 
lydore and Polyphron j cS whom the latter, not

It iiiiglit be expefted that die Thd»n fiASers 
fliould have been animated indignatioii and brHp*- 
rag** at the unexampled treatment of thdr htdoved 
chiefs.

(towerful rHuaforcement arrived from Boaotu, they 
fatally experienced, in the ftrfi encounters with the 
inciiiy, the abfence ‘tr Pelo{dda!i, andfhedigrada* 
tion of his rnagnanimoos Inend. The army was 
r> d’lcod to ihu iitiToft difiicultics, cncompafii'd on 
evry itdo, unwilling to Aghr, and unable to fly, 

■J’he troops juftly accufed the inexperience of their 
criumanders, mnonibering thdr glormns cam¬ 
paigns in the Pdoponnefus, wfiere they contended 
with far more formidable enemies. Epanu'nondas, 
who had ctnnnundcd them on thofe memorable 
occafions, adually ferved in the ranks. Th** 
ri)Idi,.rs with one accord falutcd him general, llie 
lingular abilitin of this extraordinary man rpccdily 
changed the pofturc of afiiUrs ; the tyrant was de¬ 
feated in hK turrf, and cotnpeiled to retire. Ejia-

It was time for Th^-s to aflert her intered in the 
Feloponncfos, and to counteract the dangerous 
negodations of her ciuames with Artax:rxi-<>. 
Epamlnondas, whofe recent and il]uilrii'u{ merit 
h^ ntcnced the unjud cUmouns oi faction, was

tim of the loling a day, melfcngers were difpttch^ to demand 
^ iUttmd^ce of rcprdcntatives from the Grecian 
ilates, whofe intcrefts were all alike concerned in 
the late important negodadpn. It does not ap¬ 
pear that ether Athena or Sparta condcfccnded to 
obey th^'^unimons* The convention, however, 
was very numerous. The Perfian read the treaty, 
llicwcd the King's fral, and, in the name of his 
mafter, required the agreement to be ratitied with 
the funnaUty of oaths ufually employed on fuch 
occafions. The reprdfuntauves alinuit uuaiiimoufly 
declared that they had been fent to hear, not to 
fwcar; and that, before the treaty could be ratiiied 
by general oonfemt, its conditious mufl: be pre- 
vbully diicufled In the particular idfembly of each 
independent rcpubUc. Such was tlic ^ui, but 
moderate anfwer of the other deputies} but the 
higbdpiritcd Lycomedes went frrther than his col¬ 
leagues. His, friend and countryman, Antiochus, 
who had lately a^'d as the ambaflador of Arcadia 
at the Perfian court, returned difguffrd by the 
contempt ihewu towards his country by the Great 
King, who hc^tated not to prefer Elis to Arcadia. In 
pving an account of his embaffy to theTenThoufand 
(the name ufually bellowed on aflemhled Arca- 
diansffutGe the r&>unioa of their tribes in Man- 
dnaea and Megalopolis), he mdulged himfelf in 
many contumelious exprei&ons agai^ Artaxerses 
and his fubjeds, which were greedfiy fifienedto by 
Ae r e fe n ime nt and envy of faisbeai^ “ Ntfthfr 

the 
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the wealth nor th;- iiower of the Great King were c H A 
fo great in reality at, flattery and falfehood repre- . . 

fu-nted them. The gniden p1aiie4ree, which had 
often been fo pftenMtLully deferftml, contd fcarce 
afford fljadc to a grafhopper. He fumfeir had 
been an attentive obferver; yet all he could find 
in Perfia was th' idle reiinue of vice and Inxun ; 
hak'.'n, buiUrs. and cutiks, a ufelefs and I'ervilo 
train: but mtu ui rintend with the Grieks, he 
nfither himf-U’ faw, nor thought it poflible fi»r 
dthiTn to diiVo\tr.’* The proud difdaiii of An¬ 
ti.'i had been ••■municated entire to the breaft 
(if I.' r rmc'di s. He ueeiared, that Arcadia nmiiil 
nni rny all:nee wuh the Great King; and that 
« r 'uch a inattir in agitation, ThAK'» would ii.a 
Iv’ the pwj’.r pl.irc to dctinnine it, fiiia* t'\i*ry 
Cvn\eminn tviidjiiv to a gi’iieral pcare ouglit to be 
III!! ill that cciuitry which had Iumi the ptincipal 
fi Pi’ of warfare. 

'J'hc llteban magiftrares breathed the mingled a<»i by 
rniinieuls of difiipptjintment. indignation, gri.-f, 
and rage. The\ accufeJ Lycomedcs a.s a ttaiii’r pat«ui»r. 
to Thcbcsi, and an enemy to his coiuitry ; but he 
defpifed thdr empty clanwurs, suid, without dagn- 
ing an anfwtr, walked from the aflembly, and waii 
followed by sdl the deputies of Arcadia. Not- 
whhftandii^ this fevov mortificatian, the Thebans 
did not d»ndon the amlntious {oojed at which 
they had long aimed. Nothmg fa^urable, they 
pereenred, could be expe£led in the general con- 
greis of theftates, fo that they allowed die aflembly 
to break upi without infdlii^ ftnlher on their de¬ 
mands.

The democratic Eidion in Achaia fecn*.!. fiot 
emiflaries to fecond the complaint. 'Ihu ciiL-ini 
of Epaniinondas feized the favourabie opji irtunity 
of accufing and caluinniatii^ tlut illuRji lus c 
uiandcr, and the capricious multitude wcvp.r- 
fuaded to cond«an his proceedings, and to i-nd 
conuniflioners into Achaia, who, with the aflilLme ■ 
of the populace, as well as of a conliderahle b ntv 
of raen-xnaries, diffidved the ariftocracy, banil.'i<.i 
or put to de«h the nobles, and inlUruted a do- 
mocraric itinn of policy. The forrign troops had

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Arcadians ai^ Thebans. By fcafouable v!g^iice« CHAP, 
ihe Corinthians anticipated a (|^n too itnjnR to , 
be publicly avowed; they cautbufly dVembled 
th-ir fears; gracioufly thanked Chans, who had 
arrived -with an Aihenian fleet on pretence^f o^> 
ing them Lis ferttcc, but took jaare not to admit 
him within thdr harUmrs ; anti by extrenw kind* 
ncls and condefcenfion, accompjbued vriih warm 
profefliuns of gratitude for the ptoteflion hitherto 
aflbrdcd them, they got nd of the foreign gam* 
funs, without cnining to an open rupture with the 
Athenians. But the r.uTOW cteape wh/ch they 
had made, and the dread of being expofod Tn future 
to any fimihr danger, made them e^omcly foli- 
ciiinis to promote a general peace on the terms 
prupufl'd by Artaxervvs and die Tliuhans. Mo* 
lives of die fame kind influenced the cities of 
Acliaia, and the little republic of Phlius, whicli, 
lug-.thcr with Corinth, were the only ailiis that re* 
maincJ faithful to SparO. ' A rinuiarity of interefts 
occafloned a cloTe commumcation of views and mea* 
fures among the leaders of all thole communities ; 
who agreed, by common cunfent, to difpatch an 
embafly to Sparta, requefting that Ihe would accept 
the conditions of peace lately offered by Thebes, 
or if flie diought it mconffftent wi^h honour to 
cede her juff pretenflods to Eleffen^, that flic 
would allow her faithhil, bul helpl^ allies, to 
pnfpr into a fqiarue negqjjiadoa ww the Thidian 
republic.

The Athenians, ever 
jealous of Thebes, thdr luoft formidable heigh* 
bour, will again take Aims in our caufe. T):ony- 
fius, the tyrant of Sicily, gives us hope of fiiithcr 
affilLii'cc; the Kmg of Egypt, and mam princes 
of Alia, decl.uod enemies to Artaxerxec, .irc all 
naturally our friends. We pofil*rs befidcs, though 
not the perfons and afh]<il fen ice, the hearu and 
affefidons at Icaft, of whatever is nioft eminent in 
Greece. In all the republics, whoever >s diflin- 
. guiOied by his ftme, his wealth, or his virtui>s, 
though he may not accompany our Itanclaid, 
fecrctly^ wilhes fuccefs to our arms. I am of opi¬ 
nion too, diat die crowd of Peloptjnnefus, tliat 
mob on which we at iirft too vainly relied, vili at 
length return to their duty. '1 hey have obtained 
none of 'thofe advantages, the vain profpeft of 
which urged diem to rarolt. Infiead of acquiring 
the indqiendent govenimcnt of thdr own laws, 
they have fallm a prdy to ktwlefs anarchy, or been 
fut^efted to the inhuman cruelty of tyrants. The 
bloody feditions, of which they once knew the 
nature by itpoirr'onlyi they have longexpmenced; 
and then are aftoafly imird exiles from particular 
chics, thw werclbnnerly from all Pdoponnefus. 
But even bainflmwnt is happiiicfr to thofe who,

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while they rcniaincd at home, butchoroJ each CRAP, 
other at the altars; and adjo, inftead of that poet*- .

Such is the condkion of the Pelqionnenans, whofe 
londfl have bera laid wafte, their cities dofolated, 
and that conflitiszion and thofe laas, under which 
they once lived the happieft ci men, cvrrtunied 
fiom the foundation. Wo might fubdue them by 
force; but tf>jt is not necc&ry; they will vo¬ 
luntarily return to their allegiance, and foiicit our 
protedion, as alon- vilculatod to aUeviato their 
luifery, and prevent their total ruin. 

“ But had w nothing of this kind to exjjtd, 
and were the <'iie half of Greece »u*t more dil'iniHil 
in injure us, than the utlicr to alvt th<dr injuAice. 

1 ha\c fhll CHIU rc.ri)1ution to propoie, iurlh indiTd 
and fe\urc, hut U-coniing tltufe fentunents uhicii 
have ever animated theSpartanst Prurpjiity, il-.a' 
conccai.<i the infamy of cowardice, robs fi'rtitude t>l 
half its glory. It is adyerfity alone that can dil- 
play the full luftre of a firm and manly rharj:r>:i. 

I propofe, therefore, that rather than cede a {I'r- 
ritor)', wliich your anceflors acquired by the hlmwi 
and labour of twenty vktorious campaigm, \ou 
(hould remove from Sparta your viive.% riiildicn, 
and parents, who will be received with kindnefs 
in Italy, Sicily, Cyrend, and many part- -if Afia 
Thofe who are fit to bear arms mud alfo the 
dty, and carry imthing from thence :h.i' may noi 
rafily be tranfported.

darkened by an eclipfe of flie fon, which greatly 
dinuniihed the army, as Pelopklas was unwflling 
to caacl the reiufUnt ferviccs of meil difpirited 
by the imaginary tenor* of fupcriBtion. Such 
only as, defpifing \'mn omens, defirrf to follow 
thdr beloved general, were c».iudu£tcd into Thcf- 
faly} and bang joined by their allies in that coun¬ 
try near the town of Fbarfalus, they encamped 
at the foot of the mountains of Cynofcephalx. 
S'tiS approached with an army twenty 

Urofcvl ftrong, boldly offering them battle. Nor 

^■feeph*. did Pelopidaa decline the engagemmt, though 
his foot were, in number, inferior to the enemy. 
'The aftion began with die cavalry, and was fa- 
vourablc to the Thebans; but the mercenaries of 
Alexander having gained the advantage of the 
ground, |»effed with vigour the Theban and Thcf- 
faJian infantry, sin this emergency, Pelopidas rode 
up, and encouraging the retiring troops with his 
voice and afUon, gave them fuch fiefh fpirits, that 
Aiei^der fuppofed them to have received a con- 
fideiablc rdnforccment. The mercenaries were 
preffed in thdr turn, mid thrown into diforder. 
Pelopidas darting his eye through their broken 
efpied Alexander in the right wing, rallying 
his men, and preparing to advance Jib ufual 
intrepidity. At this light, the T hi^an was no 
longer mailer of his paffion. Nmurally a foe to 
tyrants, he beheld a pcrfonal foe in the tyrant 
Alexander. Accompanied by a few horiemen, he

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impetucify rallied forward, calling abud to bis ad- A P 
verfary, and diallenging him to fingle combat. ***** 
Alexander, fearing lAnect the man whom he had 
injured, retired behind his guardi^ who received, fuft 
with a Ihower of javelins, and then with their fpcaiv, 
the little blind of Piltipidus; who, alter producing 
fuch carnage ' h imer aferibes to the rage of 
Dionedur fellatidimto the blindnr‘& ol 

his own unguveninide luiy. Meanwhile, his troops 
ad\ancing to the lelief of their general, the guards 
t.f the t)rjnL were repelled; the llielians, with 
tli.ir aUkh, [ rovLil . .doriuus in tweiy part of the 
bariK-; the naiii) were difjTerfed in flight, and 
j-;r>ucd with the ](ir> ol thri.e thoufand men.

bours. 'fhe Elians, wotfted in every encounter 
with the enemy, craved the affifiance of Sparta, 
which being reinforced by the Acha sa t w, (notwith- 
ftanding the iieutralkj; h recently ftipuhted,) 
made fevcral vigoroua, ^ nivfiiccc&Ril efiforis, for 
the defence of the ESin tenfeofy^ The Arcadians 
ftni pudieJ their cotuiiiefta in that coukry, gaming 
one town after another, and at length Olymina it- 
the nioft precious jewel ■of the Elkns, and 
the greateft oniatpcnt of the Peloponnefus. As 
polTeflbts .of the ficred chy, am! by virtue of a 
pretended right derived froih the inhalniancs oi 
PHa, an ancient .but’ decayed jdacc m the ntigh- 
bouriuwd of 01ytni«a, the Arcadians prejaTed t<5 
cclebAiie the hundred'and fourth Olympiad, the 
time of whkh waa at hand. At the approach ol 
this auguft foiliral, the concourfe. as nlual, was 
great from every part Greece; Itofliliiiis wm* 
fuTpended; and all parties united in cumiii'Ui 
ao^cments, amd common itligbus fol.-innitis'S.' 
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c If A p. The prayers and facridccs were perforaied, and 
. military games had begun, when the pcrfornii rs 

tvhkh ire fpedafors were alarmed by the fudden clafhing 
iniemipted of armour, and the fight of a real battle. The 
of*!^ Elrans had marched forth with thdr whole force, 
iH and fiirprifed the Arcadians, who, with two thou* 
land Argiv<is, and a body of Athenian cavalry 
amounting to four hundred, guarded the facred 
groves and temples of Olympia, 'ilie vigour, of 
thdr uiicxpeded alFault fucccffivdy repelled 
intruders, who fled in difurder through the ilrccts-, 
and were purfued by thcElians vnth an tnfpircd 
valour, fince,” faj-s Xoiophon, “ Heaven alone 
can do, in one day, what no other power can ac> 
complifli but in great length of time; make 
cowmlis courageous®*.’* ITie Arcadians, how- 
ever, recovering from their conftemation, bc;,an 
to rally, llte aflailants were refilled with ob* 
(linacy; but did not retire, till having loll Stratolas 
their commander, with otlier brave men, they re¬ 
treated in good order, after giving a confpicuous 
prool (if thdr courage and intrepidity to thofe who 
had long defpifed the fofmefs of their unwarlike 
t hara&er. The Arcadians renewed the guard w ith 
double vigilance; fortified the avenues that led to 
the Stadium and Hippodrome; and having taken 
thefe neceflary precautions againd a fecond furprife, 
proceeded with the temaimng ceremonies of the 
feftival, which, though brought to an undiilurbed

T/.r i n- Next day, the .Mantinaans, being apprifed of 
hi'ir.fii ijjjg unexpt'ded c'vent, ^patched meffengers, do- 
mandiiig lome few of thrir citizens who happened 
to renxiin at Tegea, after the departure of thtir 
comp.uuuns *, and at the fame time acquainting the 
raagiilrates of that place, thcarchuns, and tfio 
Thclun general, tliat no Arc^ian could be put to 
death without a fair and opQi trial. They likt- 
wife, without lofs of time, defpaldicd an embalfy 
to the fcveral cities of Arcadia, roofing them to 
arms in their own defence, and exhorting them to 
refeue thrir imprifoned citizens, and to av^ge the 
infok offered to the gexwra! body of the nmion.

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CHAP, prefled the gctii-ral foiife of the republic, was heard 
. indignation by the Arc.u)ian ftates, and 

They obfenred, 
that till- 'I'hcbans could not have felt, much lei's 
have cxfirtiTcd, any difpleafure at the peace ot 
Pelopcnnefus, if they had not deemed it thtir 
intcroft to perpetuate the ilinfions and hoftilities of 
a country which they wiihed to weaken and to fub- 
due. 'I’hey entered into a llricb-r alliance with 
each other, and prepared for a vigorous defence; 
fending ambaflfadura to Athci^ and Sparta, that 
the ionner might be ready to thwart tlie meafurcs 
of a neighbouring and rival ftate, and that the 
latter might take armh to maintain the mdepend- 
enre ol’ that portion of Giwce, of which the 
valour of S|-arta had long formed the ftrenglh and 
bulwark.

His fonner move¬ 
ments had occafioned great doubt and perplexity; 
but now he feemed evidently to have laid afide ail 
thoughts of iighting that day, and to be preparing 
to encamp. ,Thih opinion, too lightly concaved, 
proved fatal to the enemy. They abandoned their 
arms and their ranks, difperfed in their tents, and 
loit not only that external arrangement, but that 
inward preparation that martial ardour of inintl, 
which ought to animate foldiers at tlie near profpett 
of an engagement. Epammondas feized the do- 
ciGve moment of attack. Facing to the right, 
he converted tlie column of march imo an order 
of battle. His troops were thus difpolcd iidlant- 
ancoufly in the fame order in which he meant to 
fight. At the head of hk left wing, which con- 
fiftcd of the flower of the BosotfaHS, and which, 
as at the battle of LeuClny lie fomiiid into a firm 
wedge, with a fharp poin^ and fpreadiiig 
flanks, he advanced aga^ the Spartws and Man- 
tinaeans; and tniAing the event of the battle to 
the rapid impulfe of tha unexpeflcd onfet, he 
commanded Ae ontre and right wing, in wluch

Rhodes, feveral pbces along both ihores iubmitted 
to the arms of Timotheus, Chabrias, and Iphi< 
crates; men, who having furvived Agdilaus and 
Epaminondas, were &r fuperior, in, abUities and in 
virtue, to the contemporary generals of other re¬ 
publics. The Cyclades and Corcyra courted tht 
fricndlhip of a people able to interrupt thcii 
navigation and to deftroy their commerce. By¬ 
zantium had become their ally, ami there was rea- 
fon to hope that Amphipolis would foon be rea- 
dered their fubjed. Such multiplied ad\'antage% 
revived the ancient grandeur Athens, which 
once more commanded the fca, with a fleet ol 
'nearly three hundred fail, and mnpluyed the bell 
half of her citizens and fubjeds in Ihips of war u> 
commerce 

Tiirvicu This tide of profperity, which flowed with moil 
appaa«it force immediately after the battle of Man- 
i^eddf tinaea*, has been fuppofed productive of very 
important confequences. WMe Epaniinonda-. 
Atbriu- lived, the Athenians, it is faid, were kept vigilant 
iuiii.^rr- j.jty through jeabuiy md fear; but after the 
tiuiiiiiie death of tUs fonnidabk enemy, they funk intw

This CHAP, 
fpedous remark is not founded in truth. Two 
centuries before the birth of Epaminondas, the 
injofticej the avarice, the total corruption of the 
Athenians is forcibly deferibed by one of the moft 
refpe£i:able of their countrymen who comptifed 
a fyftcm of wife 1 tws, in order to afeurtsun their 
rights, and to reif'^nn thiir manners. But it uas 
difficult to corrccl abufjs that feettt inherent in the 
nature of democracy, whieh, c\cn as regulated by 
bolon, but ftili more a- itcw-modellcd by Pericles, 
left the citizens tyranI^ in one rapacity, and (laves 
in another. JliC divifton of the executive peuer 
of governiiiui.l among the archons, the feiute, 
the aifcinbiy, and even vanous comnuttees of the 
afllmbly, rendered if impuifilde to perceive, or 
pn'vent, the hand ot uppreffiun. Men kneu not 
Irnin what quartcT their fafety might be availed; 
tuid being called to authority in their turn, they, 
inilead of nialdng united oppofition to the injuflice 
of their magiftrates, contented themfeives with in- 
ilicb'ng the 6me injuries which they had cither 
prpviouily fuffered, or (till apprehended, from the 
malice of their enemies. Nor is this inconvmi- 
ence peculiar to the Greek republics; While 
human nature remains unchanged, and the pa/Tioiis 
of men run in their ordinary channel, the right to 
exerdfe power wiU commonly be attended with a

Unk‘fi> poiArtfi, 
xxxit. tbprcfurc, be coutUeraded by liberty; unlcfe an 
impmiiuis lin^' uf kparaiiun be drawn betwcLH 
prcTogaEivc' and privili'gc, and that part of ihi 
conltitutioa which fuftaiiu; political life, be kept 
feparate and diftind; from that which tenda n) 
corruption, it is of little cunfcqucuce whether a 
country be gnvemed by one ijrant or a tlioufand, 
in both cafes alike, the coinbti.m of man i-. preca¬ 
rious, uid force prevails over right.

C H A Fi As the mod numerous but mod v^orthlef^ cla/'. nf 
the people commonly prevailed in the aiTembly, 
fo they had totally ingrafled the tribunals; and it 
was to be expe^^ that fuch judges would alwaj > 
be rather fwayed by favotur and pn^udice, than 
guided by law and reafon. The law punilhed with 
death the man guilty of giving bribes j but ** we,” 
&y the Athenbn writers', advance him to the 
command of our armies; and the more criminal he 
becomes in this rurped, with the higher and mot 
lucrative honours is he invedod/' Thofu who. 
courted popular favour, laviihed not only theit 
own, but the public uealth, to flatter thepaiSons 
of thnr adherenth; an abufe which began during 
the fplendld adminidratinn t>f Pericles" extended 
more uidely under bis unworthy fucceflbrs; and, 
though intermpted during the calamities of the re¬ 
public, revived with new force on the firft dawn of 
returning profperity 

and in In (he Uccncc of democratic freedom, the ciri- 

thetnfelvcs alike en¬ 
titled to enjoy every fpecies of feftivity. Peric]e^ 
introduced the pradke of exhibiting not only 
tragedies, but comedies, at the public expence, and 
of paying for the admiffion of the populace. At 
the perii^ of which we write, a confidcrablc por¬ 
tion of the revenue was appropriated to the theatre; 
and fome years afterwards", a law waspre^pfed 
by the demagogue Eubolus, and enaded by the

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CHAP, buury and dependant ftates, were renewed and at- 
cceded The weaker comrannities complained, 
and remonllrated, againft this intcJi^ble rapacity 
and oppreSton; while the iilands of Chios, C6.s, 
Rhodes, as well as the city Byzantium, pre¬ 
pared .openly to revolt, and en^ed with each 
other to repel force by ibree una^ey fhould ob¬ 
tain peace and indq>endcnce^*. 

Chares, probably the chief inllrumcnt, as well 
as the advirer,''if the athhary meafures which had 
occaTioned the revolt, was fent out with a pow'crful 
A.C.JJ1 army'toqualh at once the hq|p!s of the 

infurgents. He £uled towards Chios, with an in¬ 
tention to fdze the cajntal of that ifiand, which 
was fuppofed to be the centre and prime mover 
of rebellion. The ccmfedciates, informed of his 
mntioius, had already drawn thither the greateft 
part of their, force, 'fhe city of Chios was bc- 
fieged by fea and land. The illandcrs defended 
thcmfelves with vigour. Chares found it difficult 
to repulfe their fallies. His fleet attempted to 
eater their harbour without fuccslsj the fliip of 
C'hahrias alone penetrated thus &r; and that able 
commander, whofe wdour and mtegrity nurited a 
better fortune diough defeited by the fleet, yet 
forfocdc. not flap intrufled to him by the re¬ 
public. His coQipanions threw aytay tbdr Jhieids, 
and.faved thcmfelves by fwimmi^.to the Athe¬ 
nian' fquadroo, which ttras (till withm reach*

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CHAP ibipivredc. Chares alone confidently infifted op 
commencing the attack, wl^lp the other com- 
manders, more cautions and elij||^enced, perceived 
the difadvantage, and deefined the unequal dan¬ 
ger^. Hu unpetuofity, thus over-ruled by the 
prudence of his colleagues, was converted into re. 
fentment and fiiry; he called die foldiers and failors 
to witnefe their oppofition, which he branded with 
every odioua ep^et of reproach; and, with thr- 
firft opportqiBty, difpatched proper mefiengers 
Athens, to accufe them of incapadty, cowardice, 
and total negled of duty. The ao^don wa< 
fupported by venal orators in the pay of Chares. 

TMr llfflotheus and Iphkntes were tried capitally 
The former trufted to his innocence and eloquence: 
the latter ufed a very extraordinary expe^'ent to 
fway the judges, conformable, how'ever, to the 
fpirk of that age, when courts of jufticc were fre* 
quently infiruments of oppreiTion, governed by 
every fpccies of undue influence, eafily corrupted, 
and eafily indpaidat^. The targeteers, or light 
in&itry, who had been armet^ difdjdined, and 
long commanded, by Iphicratcs, mjoyed the fame 
reputadon in Greece, which the Fabmn foldiers 
afterwards did in Italy- I'hey were called the 
troops, from the their com¬ 

mando:, to whom they owed tlu^ Wrh and their 
fame, and to whole perfon. (notwithftawSng the 
^ftriftnds cS his £fdpline) they were fhmgly

Muingoft and biaveft of tins celebrated band readily 
obeyed the iujunffions their admired geimral { 
lurroundetT, on the day of trial, the benches of the 
jnapftrates; and took care feaionably to difplay 
the points of thei|daggers”. 

It was the law of Athens, that, after prelimi* uiiibii. 
ii.iries had been adj-ilted, and the judges aflembled, 
the jjarties fhould be heard, and trial begun 
.Hid ended on the fame day j nor could any perfon 
hi> ivkite i^^for the Jaine offence. ITie rapidity 
f.f this mjRf proceeding favoured the vieu-a of 
Iphicratcs. The marl-./ates were overawed by 
I he imminence of a danger, which they had neither 
ftrengih to relift, nor time to dude. They w«-e 
compelled to an immediate dccUion; but, inftead 
of the fentence of death, which was expefted, they 
impofed a fine” on the ddinquettts, which no 
Athenian driven in that age was in a condition to 
pay. 'Fhis foverity dro\e into' baniihment titofe 
able and illuftriou-. commanders, llniotheus 
failed to Chalcis in Eubea, and afterwards to the 
ifle of I.cfbos, both wliich places his valour and 
.ibilbies had recovered for the republic, aiKl which, 
lidng ^ofen as his nftdence in diJgracc, fufficiendy 
fwince the madnefs of his government, and bis

He had 
formerly married the daughter of Cotys, the muR 
confiderable of the -Thracian princes; yet he lived 
and died in obfeurity^} nor did either he or 
Timotheuv thenceforth take any ibarc in the ai- 
fairs of thrir ungrateful country Thus did the 
foetal war deltroy or remove Iphicrat^, Chabriai. 
and Timotheus, the bdt generals whom Greea 
could boaR; and, the .brave and honcR Phocion 
excepted, the laft venerable remaiaM|iL Atheni .10 
virtue*'. 

By the removal of thufe great men. Chares was 
left to condoff, uncontrouled, the war againR tlu- 
allies i and to difplay the full extent of liis wurth- 
leRhefs and incapacity, llis inft^Ie avarice 
rendered him intolerable to the friends of Athen^; 
his weaknefs and negligence exiKiled him to the 
contempt of the inlurgents. He indulged his 
officers and himfelf in a total ncgleJt of dilcipiine; 
the reduction of the rebels was the matter id 
his concimn; he was atii-nded by aa .d^eminate 
crowd of Angers, dancers, .and harlots*', w'hofi.

Chares, regardlefs of the treaties fubfiiling between 
Athens and Periia, hired lumfelf and hib forces to 
Artabazus, the wealthy fatnip of Ionia, who had 
revolted from his nia/Ur Artaxerxes Ochus, the 
moft cruel and deioil tlilo tyrant that ever dif> 
graced the throne of Cyrus. 'Hw arms of the 
(irivks, Aitibazus from the implacable re- 
r ntment of a moiiilir inrenlihle to pity or to jullice; 

.ind their nieritimou'' fervic 1 s were amjily rewarded 
by rlij Javidi gratitude • f the fatrap. 

This extrao-.‘i:Ki« '.mUcimii juither furpnled 
nor difpleafed the ' ihmians. 1 liej wen ;u • \ a, 
cullomcd to .illow tlkir ounmandtrs 111 loiiifii ilieAiia* 
parts to acl witliom inflructiuus or controul, and 
the creaturi'i of Cliaies loudly extolled liis good tM i. 
inanagimenr in p.»)ing the Grecian ironjw with 
IVrfi.in moll'’^. Hut the triumph of falfe joy w.is 
fhon d..raiion. Ochus fent an embafly to re- 
ini'nitrate uitli the Atlieiiiaiib on their unprovoked 
infraction id the peace; and ihrcatuicd, that un- 
lefs thev immediately withdrew iheir forces from 
Afia, he wiuild aflift the rebels with a fleet of thtee 
hundred fail.

The 
confederat(» made good the claims which that 
boldneis had mged; regained complete freedom 
and independende ; and lived twenty yeata.ez> 
empt from the legal opprelTion of fubfidia and con¬ 
tingents,. till they (abmitted, .with the reft of 
Greece, to the arms and intrigues of Philip, and 
the re(ifl:le& fortune of the Macedag||^6. 

Notwithftanding the decay of nitotial fpirir, tin 
exttavaon^t^ public cdunai:*, and the general 
corruptioh#jnannLrai wfiich prevailed in Athens, 
and in other cities of Greece, the arts and fcil’nce^ 
were ftUl cultivated wih ardour and fuccds. Dur¬ 
ing the period now under review, the fcholars ol 
Hippocrates and Democritus enriched, natural 
philofophy with many -feiporiant difcoverics - 
The different branches of mathematics, mechanics, 
and aftrbnomy, received great improvements from 
Eudoxus of Cnidus, Timseus" of Locri, Ar- 
chytas of Tarentum, and Meton of Athen's’. 
The Megaric fchool flourifhed undff Stilpo, the 
mod learned and acute of that difputatious feet, 
wlhch, its continual wnmgUngs, merited 

the ei^bet of contentious'^. The doilrim-N of 
Aiiftippiffiwo'emaintained ^ his daughter Ai-eti*.

Statuary was cultivated by Foiycletus and Ca- 
nadius of Sicyon, by Naucides of Argos, and by 
innumetskble artiAs in other ddes of Greece, Italy, 
and Ionia. The works of Polycletus were the 
moil admired. His greatcA produdioa was the co> 
loflal ftatue of 4 rgive Jutte, compofed of gold and 
ivory. Bron;fe and marble, hou%ver, ftill fer* 
niflied the ufual materials for fculpture. Hie 
Grecian temples particularly thofe of Delphi and 
Olympia, wer.* enr--’ .d with innumerable pro- 
duftions of this kuid during the period to which 
our prdent obimations relate. ,One hgure of 
PoIycIet|iii acquired peculiar fame. From the 
ezaclncfe of the proportionsit uas called the 
rule, or ftandard.

' attained ptrfecliuii under l.yfippii.s and Apelles, in 
the age of Alexander. The Itaiucs of Praxitele. 
!)ore a fimilar rel.iti'*i) tf/thofe of Phidias, which 
the paintings of Guido .and Corr.-ggio hear lo th.i' 
of Julio Runi.mo and Raplu'd. The works u.' 
the earlier artifls .ire more grand and mere Aioliiiu . 
thofe of the latter nifire gr.iceful and more alluring. 
the fiift cldf* being addrefled to the iinagmation. 
the freond to the I'-nh . Th" woik. of Pra\itel ’ 
were in the Ceraihitus i f Aihi.ii. : but neither i.i 
the Geramicus, nor in any part of the v nrld, was 
a flatuc to be feen equal to Ins cel'IjrateJ Venus, 
w'hich long attracted fpecfator> jui'ii all parts to 
Cnidus. Praxiteles made two ilatues of the god- 
defs at the fame time, the (>iie cloarhed, the otliiT 
naked.

cyonian. Pamphilus, fcholar Apelles, 

gave freih luftre to the fchool, wUch feeing 
to have flouriftied longer than any otho* in Greece, 
fince the ^ntings exhibited at the celebrated pro- 
oedioa of PtoleOiy Fhiladulphus were chiefly the 
produdion of Sicyonian maft^>rs 
Weriusf Few works of Pamphilus are deferibed by 
“tcient authors. His pidure of the Heraclddx, 
carrying branches of olive, and imploring the af. 
fiftance of the Atheipans, has not, however, 
efcaped the vigiluit eye of nadonai vanity . He 
was by birth a Macedonian, but wrell veifed in 
literature and fcience, which he thought indifpenf* 
ably neCeflary to a printer. He received about 
two hundred pounds from mch of his fchoiars, 
and feems to have been the firft who put a hig h 
price on h» workk He lived to enjoy his fame, 
and rendered his profeflion fo fafhionable, that it 
became cuftomary in Sicyon, afd afterwards in 
other parts of Greece, to inft^ the fons of 
wealthy Cunilm in the arts of defign. This hberal 
profeflion was flsiUdden to flares; nor, dcDting the

He faid 
that bis Thcfuus had fed on ficlh. that of Barrha- 
fius on rofes. He wrote on colours and f) mmetry. 
Apollodorus the Athenian was detnud the tirft A|ia 3 ad»- 
who knew the full force of liglu and fhade His 
prii fl in prayer, and his Ajax ftruck ^tb lightnmg, 
were held in high efliindtiun. Nicias, his fellow- ]«rir,M, 
t itizen, excelled in f(‘m.ilc figures, and in all the 
magic of colouruig. His Calypio, lii, and An- 
dromida, claimed juit fame; but Hls greateft 
compofniun was the Neciumanteia of Homer*.

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CHAP, cdoon mixed together vill not pnfenre the bz%bt' 
. nefe of eitbor of them nor will threeii&a$ 
bi^ht ^ two Pliny lays, that Apelles fpread 
over his pidhircs, when finilhed, a tnnfparent 
liquid like ink, which increafed the clwnefs and 
fitilliancy of the whcJe, while it Hflened the glare 
of too floiiJ colours. This, accordaig to the fame 
excellent modcifn painter, is a true and aitift-likc 
defeription of.fcambling nr glazing, as pnidtifed 
by the Venetian fcbcKi], and by Correggio, in 
whofe works, as well as ihofc mentioned by Pliny, 
it was preceptible only to fuch as clofely examined 
the pidurc. He very reafonably conclude, there¬ 
fore, that if the mafter-pieccs of ancient paint¬ 
ing remained, we Ihnuld probably find than as 
loiHedlly drawn as the Laocoon, and as admir¬ 
ably coloured as the glowing produdions of 
TTdan.

C H A P. his cbaraaer: die fainc undeviadng virtue, the 
indefatigable fpirit, the fame creft probity, 
the fame diffufive benevolence^ the iatnc credulity, 
the fame cnthufiafm, together with that unafied^ 
propriety of thought and didion, whofe native 
gkaces outfhinc all ontamente of atrt 
ITiis admirable perfonage, who,' had he lived 
ditionn. before the Athenians were grown too conedted to 
learn, and too corrupt to mend, might have proveil 
the faviour of his countr), reached his fiftieth 
year in a happy obfeurity, enjoying the confiden¬ 
tial focicty of Socrates and a few feled friends. 
Of thefe Proxenus, an illuflrimis Theban exile, 
who well knew the worth ot Xenophon, invited 
him to Sardes, from a defire to introduce him to 
Cyrus, the brother of Artaxerxes, and governor 
of Lower Afia, whofe friendfhip he hii^clf had 
found more valuable than the precarious honours 
of his capricious and ungrateful republic. Xeno¬ 
phon communiaUed the propoial to Socrates, who, 
fiifpeding that the Athenians might not relifh his 
hriend’s defign^ becaufe the Putiians were tiicn 
allied with Sparta, defired him to'Wfult the oracle 
of Delphi This counfel was but partially fol¬ 
lowed; for Xoiophon, who feeius to have bcim 
fond of the journey, aiked not the oracle whether 
it ought to be undertaken, but only by virtue of 
what prayers and facrificcs it might be rendered 
fuccefsful. Socrates approved not this pnedpha- 
tion; yet, as the god had anfwared, he thought it

ncceflary for Xenophon to obey. The important CHAP, 
conlequeaces of this refolution to the Ten thuu> 
fand Greeks who fisUowcd the ftaiidard of Cyrus,' “it'-j* 
have been related in a fonuer part of iit» work;. 
aUier his glonuus reo'eat from Upper Afia, Xe¬ 
nophon remained fevenil years on the seclfem coidl* 
and ihared the victories «»f his adimred Agefilaos, 

, with whom he returned to Greece, and conquered 
ill the battle of ( otontca. 

Meatiwhile a djcrec ot b-iniOiment paiTcd agamfl 
tiiin in Atliens. But having acqiunsl confideralde 
riches in his Aliitic expedition, he had depniited rm..- 
tiiom at Kplierns with tlie Sjcritlan of Diana's 
U'inpl.’, with this in^jiution, that if he periflu'd in 
battle, liih w 'alih ihnuid be empl'>\’sl in hiinour 
cl the giiddcf. li.iMiig iiir\ived the blixidy im- 
gagement of Coroiua, which he uKi'rwards fo 
aircctiiialy defcrilxd in his HeUeoica, he fettled in 
the tow n of Scilluns, a new' cftablilhment formed 
by the Lacedxnionianji, fcarcely three miles ddbnt 
from Olympia. Megaby'zus, Ae Sacrifl of Diana, 
came to behold the games, and faithfully rcilored 
his depufit, with which Xenophon, as enjoined by 
an orade, pnrebafed in thattndghbouibood a beau¬ 
tiful fpot of ground, watered by the Selltmus, a 
name which coindded with that ol the river near 
Ephclus. On die banks Elion Selletius, Xe¬ 
nophon ereded a temple iacomparabty fmalier 
indeed, yet fimiUr in fimn to the great temjde of 
Diana. His image of die goddeCi refemUed that 
at Ephefos* as much as a figure in cyprefs could

He was defeenJed from the Codrida-, 
the mofl illuftrious as well as the moft opulent 
family in Athene. His education^Jfcas worthy of 
his birth. The gymnaftic formed ^ invigorated 
his bod) ; hit, nuiul was enlarged and enlightened 
by thi- iiudics of p«jeti 7 '' and geometr), fioiu 
Vhieh he<lilerived that acuienefs of judgin- tit, and 
that brilliancy of fancy, whicfi, bang both can led to 
cxedi., rmderhim at once tin* moll fubtBc and th 
mofl llowuy writer of antiquity .

XXXI*- the more uleful fubje& of definition and divifioh, 
by means of which he attempted to fix and afcer« 
tain not only the pradica} dodbines of morals and 
politics, but the abfinife and fhadowy fpeculadons 
of myftical thcolog). It » Aiuch to be regretted 
that this great and original gaiius Ibould have 
miflaken the'prupcr objects as well as the natural 
limits Ilf the human underftancUog, and (hat moft 
of the enquiries of Plato and iiis fucceilors ihould 
appear extremely remote from the public tranfac* 
tioii' of the times in wliich they lived. .Yet, the 
IpcculatioDs in srhicb they were engaged, how' little 
fuever they may be coiinecUd with the political re¬ 
volutions of Greece, feem too intcrefling in them- 
felves to be entirely omitted in this hillorical work, 
Specially when it is cnnfidered that the phtlofophy 
Plato and his difciples has been very widely 
‘diffuled among all the civilized nadous of the w'oild; 
that durmg many centuries, his writings governed 
with unrontrouled fway the opinions oi the ipecu- 
ladvc part of mankind; and that the &me philofo- 
phy lliU influences thcceafonings, and divides the 
iendments, of the learned in modon Kuropc. 

The lively, but imm^o<fical, manner in which 
the doctrines of Plato ait explained by himfelf, 
renders it difficult to colled and abridge them.

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CHAP, preaching the intclleclual vrorld*", to,which thdr 
own natures were more congenial. To promote 
this purpofe was the great aim of his philofophy. 
If we were deedved by the fenfes, he obferved, 
that we were Hill more Bitally endangered by the 
paflions, thofe flhnfy fails of the mind, which are 
expanded and agitated by every varying gull; of 
imagined good or evil"’. The pains and plea- 
fures of the body were all of a mixed kind, and 
nearly allied to each other. The God who ar¬ 
ranged the worid, defirous to unite and incor¬ 
porate thefc feemingly oppofite natures, had at 
leall jomed their fummits; for plcafure was no¬ 
thing clfc but a perccinible ceiTation of pain; and the 
Uvelieft of our bodily enjoyments were precetled 
by untafuiefs, and followed by langour"\ To 
illullrate ’the neceflity of governing with a ftrong 
hand the appetites and paHions, Plato compared 
the foul to a little republic, ciiinpofed of different 
faculties or orders The judging or nafoning 
faculty, juffly entitled to the fiipreuucy, was fs .it -J, 
as in a ffrm citadel, in the head; tlie fenfes w er 
its guards and fervants; the varjoas defires and af- 
fecUons wiTC Imund to pay it obedience. 

OfiTie Of thefe defires, which were all of them thi 

piffioin. natural fubjetls of the ruling Acuity, Plato diffin- 
guifficd two orders, ever ready to rebel againft thdr

Ifad^ed its proper office, and acknowledged dun 
inwards its fuperipr. In the ftrength, acutc- 
and perfe^on of rulii^ faculty, con- 
fiiM the virtue of prud^e,. the great fource and 
priou^le ^ all other virtues, without which tem> 
dbrthude, and even juftice itfelf, were 
nc^^g but empty fhadows, that deluded the ig- 
nof^i vulgar. In the cxcrcife of prudenn* oi 
wSTdoin* man refianbled his Msdwer, and conii-m- 
plated thofe iiiullectual forms, which taught him to 
difeera^^'kh certainty the mids proper to be pur- 


jQued, 'and the means ncct fl'ary to attain ihem. 
Hhe wife man compares the mind with the body, 
eternity with time, virtue with pieafure. lie thus 
learns to ticTpife the inferior parts of his nature, to 
defy its painS} U) difdain its pleafures. Without 
attaiping this true elevation of -iBiiid, he never can 
be virtuous or happy, fince whoever depends on 
the body, muft confidcr death as an evil, the fear 
of which can only be overcome by fome greater 
terror j fo that in him, who is not trdy wife, for¬ 
titude itfelf muft.be the cluld C|f dmidity''^ In 
the I«ne manner, his pretended moderation ami 
temperance, w31 fj^ng froib the impure fource of 
dm pppufite vices: he will deny himfelf foinc 
im i|Min nthieit winch he vegnds as more 
ivafoUide, 3uid will iidisnit to ftnall pains to avoid 
the ‘gmater'*-.

PUto’i In the defcription of liis imaginary fage, Plato 
employN the colours which were afterwanls bor¬ 
rowed by the Stoics and Epicureans. But neiih^T 
of thefe frets, as will appear hereafter, were fo 
well uBtitled as the Platoniils, to boafr their philn- 
fophical happinefs, and to affort their fuperiority 
Iimnnti- to the vicilLiudes of time and iurtuiie. Plato w«s 
tovof lie the full phihilbplicr who fupporied the ducirinc “t 
a futuie ilate, by argumi.iii.s fufficiem to con¬ 
vince iiitillii'i'iit and ihiiikir.g m'-n. I-rnm the 
propcrtiis of ni:iu1, he iideired tin liinpliiiiy 
and indi llruLtihilify of ih-* frbilaiiei in wliitli they 
yefide’*’. lie delcnbi.d the mental powers with 
an eloqueiiie that Ciiero‘'“ and Buflbn ' “ di fp-ur 
of b«,iiig able to imitate. And fiiue lu r.-.ird»d 
the foul as the piincipie ol hfe and motion, he 
thought it ab-Oird to fuppnfr that the difrah s and 
death of the body fliould take from liiis principle 
fuch qu.diti,s as it iireuiially poflilfr-d in iifelf, 
and ai'ciJcnially coniniunicated to matter '.

Tet, whsn compared 
with hfa mailer Socrates, his genius wi'. appear more 
fubtile than fagacious. He wanted that patient 
fjurit of obfervatkm which diiUn aiflied the illuf- 


trious fage, who, in all his reafonings, kept faSs ever 
in his view, and at every Hep he made, looked back, 
with wary dreumfpeflion, on experience. Accom¬ 
panied by this faithful guide, Socrates trod fecurely 
the path of truth and nature; but his adventurous 
difdple, trulling to the wings of fancy, often ex¬ 
patiates in unaguiary worlds of his own creation.
